ASEAN REALIZING IMPORTANCE OF AUSTRALIAN SUPPLY ROLE

CANBERRA -— Member countries of 
ASEAN are beginning to realize the advantages 
of standardization of military equipment and 
Australia’s prospective place, in any such de- 
velopment, as a “rear base of supply” to that 
region, according to a paper presented by Aus 
tralian Minister for Defence Support Ian Vi- 
ner. 

The paper was read on his behalf at the 
Army Command and Staff College, Queen- 
scliff, Victoria. 

Viner said it was important for the services, 
when selecting their future equipment from 
Australian sources, to keep in mind its possible 
overseas marketing potential. 

Although historical, financial, technological 
and political ties drew the ASEAN countries 
to European and US sources of defence supply, 
there appeared to be a universal desire to re- 
duce dependence upon those regions by mn- 
creasing self-sufficiency in defence production 
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and diversifying sources of supply. 

It was in that context that Australia was 
openly viewed as a prospective source of supply 
and as a potential partner in cooperative pro- 
duction and technological transfer arrange- 
ments. 

Viner, who visited four ASEAN countries 
last year, said Australia was re-examining the 
pricing of munitions, as wel] as upgrading its 
marketing effort and strategies, in view of pos- 
sible increased overseas sales and cheaper unit 


cost. 

In Australia a substantial upgrading is taking 
place in many areas of defence equipment, such 
as electronics in command and control systems, 
and in sophisticated guidance systems which 
are being applied to both missiles and gun- 
launched projectiles. 

The necessary manufacturing and support 
technologies have advanced more rapidly than 
— in commercial use in Australia. — 

















INDEPENDENCE WORRIES BRUNEI CHINESE

HE MALAYS are optimistic, the Sulun 
wants little change but the anxiety of the 
Chinese population increases as the tiny 
sultanate of Brunei moves closer to full inde- 
pendence from Britain at the end of the year. 

Overnight on Dec 31 an estimated 60,000 
Brunei Chinese, at present British protected 
people who travel on British passports, become 
stateless. 

But the sultan of wealthy Brunei appears un- 
moved by the worries of the Chinese who could 
pose a political threat to the stability of his 

226 sq mile (5,765 sq km) state, which shares 
North Bomeo with the Malaysian states of Sara- 
wak and Sabah. 

“The Sultan's advisers think that the Chinese 
are too few and have too much of an economic 
stake in Brunei to become politically active,” a 
Brunei Chinese academic saxi. 

The Britisheducated Suitan Sir Muda Hassa- 
nal Bolkiah, 36, is more concerned with dam- 
pening any possible Malay frustrations that 
could lead to a nationalist movement to reform 
his autocratic political structure. 

The Sultan has been pampering the Malays, 
who account for more than 60 per cent of the 
200,000 population, with promises of more 
jobs and business opportunities after indepen- 
dence. 

But he has also made it clear that British and 
other foreign workers will remam to help the 
State in its admimistration and commerce. What 
will changé, he has said, is that Brunei rather 
than Britain will become responsible for its de- 
fence and foreign relations. 

The Malays already enjoy ex tensive benefits, 
including free education and health care and no 
income tax. The state is financed by earnings of 
neatly US$4,000 million annually from oil and 
natural gas.

The Chinese play a supportive role in the 
Brunei economy. They are mostly traders, pro- 
fessionals or run small businesses. 

Shortly after an abortive rebellion in 1962 
by the now outlawed Brunei Peoples Party 
(BPP), the Sultan in an attempt to boister 
Malay support, amended the constitution to 
regulate the granting of citizenship to non- 
Malays. 

Citizenship requirements now include Malay 
language and genera! knowledge tests. 

Many Chinese have failed the test not be- 
cause they are unable wo speak Malay but be- 
cause they could not answer general knowledge 

uestions about obscure birds, flowers and 
ables. 


Although there is no law to prevent Chinese 
from owning land, the difficulty in obtaining 
government permission virtually rules it out. 


The Chinese have resorted to acquiring pro- 

tty by proxy through members of the royal 

amily. Many Chinese businesses are owned in 
name b/ the royal Malays. 


Such arrangements are risky but mudually re- 
warding. The Chinese get what they want 
through the proxies and the royal Malays re- 
ceive a share of the profits without having to 
manage the properties or businesses 


The Chinese say they nave not pushed for 
Brunei citizenship in the past because they have 
been content under British protection in a 
state where everyone is welloff and where 
there is no unemployment. 

Chinese community leaders have recently 
been trying to persuade the Brunei Government 
to make it easier for the Chinese to Decome citi- 
zens. But so far the government's response has

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been that there will be no change. 

Many Chinese say they owe allegiance to the 
Brunei sultanate and want to be loyal Brunei 
citizens. But a few thousand, frustrated by 
what ‘hey see as government indifference, have 
already migrated to Canada and Australia. 

Brunei officials deny that there is any de- 
liberate attempt to alienate the Chinese or 
segregate them from the Muslim Malays. One 
official pomted to measures the government is 
undertaking to integrate Malay and Chinese bu- 
sinesses. 

The Brunei Government is attempting to 
give the economically backward Malays a grea- 
ter slice of the economic cake and new busi- 
nesses have been told to include as much as 30 
per cent Malay equity. 

“If the Malays and Chinese are sharing bu- 
sinesses the chances are they will become more 
integrated,” the official said. 

owever one political analyst said that after 
the Chinese, who are largely non- 
Mudim, could find themselves more alienated 
as the Malays pursue a more Islamic lifestyle.

TAK - Burmese government

The governor told The Nation 
that Burmese government forces 
have moved into position around 
the areas opposite tambons Mae Ta- 
wor and Ta Songyang in Ta Song- 
yang District of this northern pro- 
vince. 

He said Thai villagers living along 
the border had been alerted to a 
possible spillover of the fighting. 

Tak is divided from Burma by 
a nasrow rivet. Thai villagers have 
been crossing the river to trade with 
minority groups on the other side 
of the border. 

The Burmese have launched a 
series of ground attacks against two 
strongholds of the Karen National 
Union (KNU) since Feb 15. The 
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offensive was directed against the 
Karen positions opposite Tambon 
W a, Mae Sod District. 

e offensive came after fighting 
in areas around Phalu near Mae Sod 
District, which began Feb 10. The 
fighting forced over 100 Karen ci- 
vilians to cross the river onto the 
Thai side. They were later pushed 
back across the border to Burma. - 

Informed sources said that a 
KNU radio station is based in Maw 
Po Kae opposite Mae Tawor, while 
the headquarters of the rebel mo- 
vement is located in an area known 
as Mar Nur Plaw opposite Ta Song- 


yany. 

Maw Po Kae and Mar Nur Plaw 
are said to be important bases for 
the KNU and are now the targets of 
the Burmese offensive. 

Governor Charoensux said it was 
estimated that between 6,000 to 
10,000 Burmese soldiers are taking

KADIN OFFICIAL CRITICIZES COURSE OF NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT

/article: "Deputy General Chairman of KADIN, H. Probosutedjo: What Is Being 
Created Is Not a Just and Prosperous Society But a Prosperous Elite"/ 


/Text/ Jakarta, 30 January--H. Probosutedjo, deputy general chairman of KADIN 
7Chamber of Commerce and Industry/, has stated that if the GBHN /National 
Tlliteracy Movement/, the Constitution of 1945, and the Pancasila /five 
principles of the nation/ had always been our guide in the development effort 
and if the BAPPENAS /National Planning Body/ had held closely to the Pancasila 
in moving toward a just and prosperous society, certainly the results of the 
development effort would not have been like those we see and feel at present. 


He said: "What is being created now is not the just and prosperous society 
which we dreamed of but rather a society which is elitist and prosperous and 
a society which is exclusive and prosperous." Probosutedjo was speaking on 
Saturday /29 January/ before participants in the Second Basic Leadership 
Training Course sponsored by the Jakarta branch of PERMAHI (Indonesian 


University Students’ Association). 


He said that the creation of an elitist, exclusive, and prosperous society, 
if this is considered carefully, is the result of the existence of laws and 
regulations which are not in accordance with the GBHN, the Constitution of 
1945, and the Pancasila. "Or, if it is considered to be in accordance with 
the GBHN, then it has clearly deviated from the objective of the formation of 
a just and prosperous society. This means that the implementation of the 
GBHN program has not been correct," Probosutedjo added. 


In support of their views big businessmen have aimed at the development of a 
number of large industrial establishments in a number of areas, many-storied 
buildings, and the acquisition of real estate in the large cities which is 
exclusively owned by those same people. This is the proof of the formation 
of an elite, exclusive, and prosperous society, a goal which is not in 
accordance with the objective of forming a just and prosperous society. It 
was possible for this to happen because of the provisions of the law on the 
investment of capital which deviated from the principles of the Constitution 


of 1945 and the Pancasila. 














He mentioned the provisions of the law on development aimed at encouraging 
the owners of capital in order to ensure the success of the development 
program, but he said that the application of this law should not have gone so 
far as to ignore the objective of establishment of a just and prosperous 
society for all of the people of Indonesia. Indeed, he said, at times the 
laws enacted lack objectivity. This is because there is a desire to achieve 
results which can quickly and immediately be enjoyed. 


According to Probosutedjo, am example of another defect in the law is the 
provision regarding contractors. Foreign investors and foreign drilling 

teams may undertake exploration for oil, but Indonesian drilling companies 
which he said were supported by the Pancasila were not permitted to engage in 
exploration activity when the costs go up. In connection with the increase in 
fuel prices he said that businessmen in the cement industry may increase the 
price of cement, businesssmen in the transportation industry may increase 
transportation charges, but Indonesian drilling companies are not permitted to 


increase their drilling charges. 





"Is such a provision of law in accordance with the Pancasila?" he asked. 


Government decisions seemed to be aimed at ensuring security and protecting 
state interests, but the result is often damaging to the weaker groups in 
society who should be treated justly so that they may enjoy access to prosperity. 


In that connection he gave as an example the requirement that a person who 
holds an HPH /Forest Concession License/ have a plywood factory and a sawmill. 
This provision is intended to ensure that the forests will not be stripped 
bare and to make sure that there is an increase in exports of finished and 
semifinished goods, rather than raw materials. It is intended to serve the 
objective of industrial development and increase the foreign exchange proceeds 


from nonpetroleum commodities. 


Probosutedjo said that without our being aware that this would be the 
consequence, those affected by this regulation are small businessmen and 
indigenous Indonesians with limited capital resources. For they do not own 
sawmills and plywood factories. Their Forest Concession Licenses will be 
cancelled, while those who own plywood factories, for the most part, are 
foreigners and powerful businessmen who are not indigenous Indonesians. It 
would not be surprising if later on it turned out that only the group 
mentioned last above would hold Forest Concession Licenses. 


It is a fact that those who break the law or those who get around the laws 
and regulations in effect, at times can even make extraordinary profits, 
while people who seek to get around the law are even praised by those who 
apply the law. "It seems that pursuing the goal of nationalism in law is not 
as easy as we hoped it would be," said H. Probosutedjo.

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MURMURDANI ASSUMES POST IN SECURITY COMMAND

[Text] Jakarta, 29 Mar (ANTARA/QANA)--The post of head of the command for the 
restoration of order and securtty (Kopkamtib) was handed over by Admiral Sudomo 
to his successor, General L. B. Murdani at a ceremony at the Ministry of De- 
fence and Security here Tuesday. 








In remarks on the occasion Murdani said the command would continue to adhere 
to the basic principles of service to the state and nation in the execution 
of its tasks. 











He described these basic principles among others as "protecting the community” 
and "repression for the sake of prevention." These principles were clearly 
in keeping with Pancasila, the state ideology and philosophy. 
















He said in relation to the need of ensuring the success of the national develop- 
ment effort, the command's funciton was that of overcoming stagnations in cer- 
tain fields of life. But in all events efforts would be made to make it un- 
necessary for the command to interfere too much in the affairs of other govern- 
ment agencies. 7 





On the other hand Kopkamtib would not take the slightest risk in safeguard- 
ing national development from any possible threat. The least so in ensuring 
the safety of the state and the continuity of Pancasila, Murdani said. 


He said in the performance of its tasks the command would always prefer to 
take persuasive measures. Only if persuasion did not work and no other way 
was possible to overcome some stagnation or disturbance, would it resort to 
repressive action. 


Murdani said his predecessor, Admiral Sudomo, had been very successful in his 
job as Kopkamtib head as evident from the advances the agency has made in the 
murture and maintenance of stability in all fields of life. One outstanding 
success was also the stability that prevailed on the eve of, during and after 
the recent general session of the People's Deliberative Assembly (MPR). 





He expressed the hope Sudomo who has been given the new post of minister of 
manpower and transmigration, was prepared always to help the new Kopkamtib 
chief by providing advice and suggestions on the execution of the agency's 
tasks. 


The transfer of post was conducted in the presence also of the commanders of 
Kopkamtib's units on regional and provincial levels and senior officers of 
the command based in Jakarta.

RICE PRODUCTION EXPECTED TO DECLINE IN 1983

{Article: "Rice Production in 1983 Estimated at 24.6 Million Tons"] 


[Excerpts] Medan, KOMPAS--Rice production in 1983, which the government has 
targeted at 25 million tons, may only amount to 24.6 million tons. This is 
because in the forthcoming dry season it is estimated that 156,000 hectares 
will not be planted because of delays in preparing the fields. 


This was stated by Dr Achmad Affandi, deputy minister for food production 
affairs, to reporters after he visited North Sumatra from 1]-13 January. 


In 1983 the government had anticipated that the area planted to paddy would 
cover 9,542,170 hectares. By increasing production from 26.02 quintals of 
rice per hectare in 1982 to 26.25 quintals of rice per hectare in 1983 it was 
hoped that 25 million tons of rice would be produced. 


However, because 156,000 hectares may not be planted to rice due to the pro- 

longed drought in 1982, the area seeded to rice will only amount to 9,386,170 
hectares, Assuming an average production of 26.25 quintals of rice per hec- 

tare, the national rice production which may be achieved will only be 24.6 


million tons. 


It has often occurred that a dry season is followed by abnormal climate con- 
ditions, for example, a great deal of rain in the following dry season. After 
the dry season in 1972 there was a great deal of rain in the 1973 dry season. 
After the dry season in 1977 there was 1 great deal of rain in the dry season 
of the following year (1978). However, it is admitted that every 20 years or 
so a drought is followed by another drought in the following year, just as the 
drought of 1962 was followed by another drought in 1963. 


So that rice production this year might meet the target, according to Deputy 
Minister Affandi, production of rice per hectare would have to increase, from 
the original figure of 26.25 quintals of rice per hectare to 26.67 quintals 
of rice per hectare. Thus, although the planted area will be less, the rice 
production target might still be met. 
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Deputy Minister Affandi also stated that as a result of the long dry season in 
1982 the 1982-83 planting season began late. The planting season usually be- 
gins in the month of October, but this time it began in mid-October, 1982, in 
some areas and in the 3rd week of November in others. Thus, it is estimated 
that the end of paddy planting during this rainy season will be in mid-January 


1983. 


Because the planting season only covers 2 months, this means that the harvest 
must be gotten in quickly, by next May and june. To deal with the problem of 
harvests in all areas, if necessary, members of the armed forces, young people, 
and locally-assigned civil servants will be assigned to help in the harvest. 


He said that the long dry season last year had no great influence on rice 
planting in the course of 1982. This is because the drought began after most 
of the paddy planted in the dry season had been harvested. Therefore, paddy 
production in 1982 was still estimated at 23.8 million tons, or the same as 
the 3rd estimate (prepared in September, 1982). 


The long dry season, which began in October and continued through December 
without rains, also provided fewer opportunities to plant dry season crops. 
For that reason the production of dry season crops declined in general. For 
corn alone 1982 production was only 4.2 million tons, whereas in 1981 produc- 
tion of corn totaled 4.6 million tons,

PROLONGED DROUGHT RESULTS IN FOOD SHORTAGE IN EAST NUSATENGGARA

/article: "As a Result of the Long Drought, More Than 1 Million People in 
East Nusatenggara Threatened With a Food Shortage; President Provides 360 
Million Rupiahs in Aid"/ 


/Excerpt/ Kupang, 3 February--At least 1,063,419 people in East Nusatenggara 
province are threatened with a shortage of food. This was the conclusion 
reached at a consultation meeting held between the "Nusa Makmur" /Prosperous 
Nusa/ operations team and regents from all areas of East Nusatenggara, held 
on 31 January and 1 February in Kupang. 


Some time ago Ben Mboi, the governor of East Nusatenggara, said that it was 
estimated that about 500,000 people faced a shortage of food this year due to 
the prolonged drought. 


The consultation meeting referred to above concluded that the people threatened 
with the food shortage are found in 85 of the 97 districts of East Nusatenggara. 


On 1 February, the 2nd day of the meeting, presided over by Governor Ben 

Mboi, the regents reported on the results of the 1982-83 planting season, both 
under the "Nusa Makmur" program and the ordinary planting program. They also 
reported on the rainfall in each regency and the efforts made to limit the 
consequences arising out of the prolonged drought this year. 


The conclusion reached by the team, which met until 1:00 am on Wednesday 
morning /2 February/, noted that East Flores Regency was the area nost seriously 
affected by the food shortage, with 172,864 people in 11 districts suffering 
from inadequate stocks of food on hand, out of a total population in the 

regency of 259,707 people. 


Government Help 


According to the report by the regent of East Flores, Markus Weking, his area 
needs help for the next 8 months. SINAR HARAPAN, which was the first to 

report that there were 23,249 people threatened with a food shortage in 
Wulunggitang District of East Flores (SINAR HARAPAN of 13 January), was sharply 
criticized by the chief of the Communist Relations Office of the provincial 
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government of East Nusatenggara at the time of the report, on the grounds 
that the report was politically damaging to East Nusatenggara. Now it is 
Stated that almost a majority of the people of the regency are threatened 
with a food shortage. 


The “Nusa Makmur" operations team, at its consultation meeting with the 
regents, concluded that to resolve this more serious problem a number of 

things must be done, including using every drop of rain that falls, in addition 
to providing food assistance through “market operations" conducted by the 

DOLOG /Logistics Depot/, through programs conducted by the Directorate General 
of Community Mobilization /Ditjen Bina Guna/, and social assistance through 

the Ministry of Social Affairs. 


East Nusatenggara Affected Worst 


Governor Ben Mboi, in his speech at the consultation meeting, said that the 
matter of the drought does not only affect East Nusatenggara but almost half 
of our country. However, the areas most seriously affected are East Nusa- 
tenggara, West Nusatenggara, and East Timor. According to Ben Mboi, based on 
estimates by experts, an average amount of rain will fall in East Nusatenggara 
in the lst, 2nd, and 4th week of February, while there will be little rain 
during the 3rd week of February. This will also be the rainfall situation in 
March. The governor instructed the regents to use every available drop of 
rainfall to plant all kinds of crops, like nuts and sweet potatoes, to deal 
with this situation, which was unwanted. The governor asked the regents to 
stay continuously in the field to keep the people from panicking in the face 
of this uncertain situation. 


Stocks of food in the subdepot of the Bureau of Logistics in East Nusatenggara 
as of 25 January 1983 included: 19,644,689 metric tons of rice _/as published; 
this is almost an entire year's production of rice in Indonesia/, 668.7 tons 
of paddy, and 167 tons of corn. 


Receipts of rice from outside East Nusatenggara by the subdepot of DOLOG for 
the various regencies, up to the end of June 1983, will total 32,750 metric 
tons. Annual rice requirements for East Nusatenngara are estimated at 60,000 


metric tons.

SECURITY TRIAL OF FORMER JOURNALIST BEGINS

/Article: "Trial of Former Journalist: Security of Secret Ministry of 
Defense and Security Information Entrusted to Book Publisher"/ 


/Text/ Jakarta, KOMPAS--Testifying in court Lt Col (Infantry) Yeyep Safrudin 
(46 years old) said he had entrusted the security of secret documents to the 
witness named Suparman who was binding the documents into a book. This was 
stated by Safrudin at the trial of a former journalist named H. S. who is 
accused of subversive activities. The court session took place on Thursday 
/3 February/ at the state court in Central Jakarta, with Dr M. Ali Budiarto 


as the presiding judge. 


H. S. was brought before the court in connection with the public distribution 
of a secret document of the Ministry of Defense and Security. Dr Susilo 
Oeripto, the prosecuting attorney, accused H. S. of having reproduced the 
book, "Petunjuk Operasi Pengamanan Pemilu Tahun 1982 /Guidelines for Security 
Operations in the General Elections of 1982/, which was classified secret, 
and "Pedoman Komunikasi Sosial Umat Islam Dengan ABRI" /Directive on Social 
Communications of the Muslim Community with the Indonesian Armed Forces/. 
The two books which had been reproduced were later distributed to Prof Dr M. 
Rasyidi, Ules Sudjai, and Abdullah Affandi. H. S. obtained the book from 
Gomsoni Yasin (42 years old) who, in turn, received it from Suparman, a 
;ublisher on Jalan Surabaya in Jakarta. 


Suparman said that he frequently received work orders from the Reserve Staff 

of the Ministry of Defense and Security. Among the books which he worked on 
were: "Pembinaan Territorial" /"Territorial Development"/, "Tin jauan 
Territorial" /"Territorial Observations"/, "Komunikasi Umat Islam Dengan ABRI" 
/"Communications Between the Muslim Community and the Indonesian Armed Forces' al Fe 
“Petrunjuk Operasi Pengaman Pemilu 1982" /"Guidelines for Security Operations 
in the General Elections of 1982"/, and others. The books were borrowed by 
Gomsoni Yasin, Suparms.'s acquaintance, who often obtained publishing orders 

for Suparman. "He said that the books would be used as samples for promotional 
purposes," Suparman said in explaining his reasons for borrowing the books. 


In his testimony Gomsoni Yasin said that he borrowed the books for use in 
writing a study on which he was engaged, entitled: "Bahaya Latent Komunis 
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di Indonesia" /"Latent Communist Danger in Indonesia"/. At the beginning of 
1981 he was tried in connection with his activity in the Front Aksi Pemuda 
Pelajar Mahasiswa Indonesia /"Action Front for Indonesian University Students 
and Youth"/ during 1978. He used the book, "Petunjuk Operasi Pengaman Pemilu 
1982," as a reference in preparing his study. 





According to Gomsoni Yasin, the atmosphere in Suparman's printing establishment 
was very open. Each customer could see whatever was being worked on by the 
publishing firm. The room where the printing was done, 9 square meters in 
size, was also used as a reception room and for storage purposes. 


Judge M. Ali Budiarto, who was presiding over the session, asked: "What kind 
of printing press was used?" 


Yasin replied: Suparman has a hand press of the kind frequently seen on 
Jalan Surabaya in Jakarta. He did not believe that the books being bound at 
the publishing company were secret because the security arrangements were not 


very good. 


He said that the "Secret" stamp on the book, "Petunjuk Operasi Pengamanan 
Pemilu Tahun 1982," drew attention and led people to read it. Furthermore, 
at the time he needed material to prepare a study in connection with political 


questions. 


He borrowed the book from Suparman, who initially objected. Yasin prepared 
one photocopy and returned the original document. Yasin later showed the 
photocopy he had to H. S., who often visited him at home. He had zotten to 
know H. S. when they were in prison together. "He was known as a collector 
of documents," Yasin said. 


H. S. asked to be permitted to make a photocopy of the book. And because he 

had no money Yasin sent H. S. to the home of an acquaintance, bearing a 

letter from him. In the letter Yasin asked his friend to make three photocopies 
of each of two books H. S. had brought. "One copy is for H. S., and the two 
others are for A. K. Djaelani and Rahmat Basuki who at the time were still 
in jail. However, it turned out that che three copies were taken by H.S.,' 


Yasin said. 


After this incident Yasin had no further meetings with H. S. Recently, they 
met again after being in jail together in connection with the distribution of 
the Ministry of Defense and Security document. The two books which were 
photocopied were, "Petunjuk Operasi Pengamanan Pemilu Tahun 1982" and 
"Komunikasi Umat Islam Dengan ABRI." Yasin was in jail for 6 months and at 
present is still under open arrest but not in jail. 


Lt Col Yeyep Safrudin stated that the euidelines for security operations were 
finally cancelled by a radiogram issued by the commander of the Security and 
Order Command /KOPKAMTIB/ because it was known that they had become public 
knowledge. The directive was cancelled in mid-1981. 
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He said that relations between the Reserve Staff of the Ministry of Defense 

and Security and the Suparman publishing company had developed over a long 

time. Secret materials were prepared by the ministry itself, and it was only 
the bookbinding that was turned over to Suparman. There were also materials 
which were printed completely by Suparman, for example, "Kebijaksanaan Pembinaan 
Territorial" /"Policy on Territorial Development"/ and "Pedoman Komunikasi 
Sosial Dengan Umat Islam" /"Guide to Communications Between the Muslim 

Community and the Indonesian Armed Forces"/. 


In all, 30 copies of the book, "Petunjuk Operasi Pengamanan Pemilu Tahun 1982," 
were prepared for those attending the working conference for assistants for 
reserve Army affairs, which took place on 27 April 1981. The books were bound 
by Suparman, who was well known, and he was able to complete the work on the 
same day. When he returned the bound copies, there were only 29 books. 
"Perhaps the other copy stuck to another book," said Safrudin, repeating a 
reason given by the bookbinder. 


On the following day the fact that a copy of the book was missing was raised 
with Suparman. The administrative and internal affairs officer on the 
Territorial Staff asked about the security arrangements for the book which 
was classified secret. However, Suparman assured him that no one else had 
read the book. "I trusted him fully," said Lieutenant Colonel Safrudin. 


H. S. said that he did not know Lt Col Yeyep Safrudin or Suparman. He admitted 
he had once asked Gomsoni Yasin for permission to obtain a photocopy of the 

two books he indicated. As a former journalist who was used to collecting 
material from the Ministry of Defense and Security, he knew that the book 
Yasin had was very interesting. 


H. S. said that in fact Yasin only gave him one copy, but he deliberately 
had three copies made without the knowledge of Yasin. "I had my own plans. 
Later the judge can ask me about this," said H. S. 


In his statement of accusation prosecuting attorney Susilo Oeripto accused 

H. S. of turning the books over to a number of people for the purpose of 
distributing them among friends who were still active in the Indonesian Islamic 
Youth Movement (GPII). In this connection this action may lead to confronta- 
tions, disputes, conflicts, or disturbances in the community. The court 
session was continued until next Tuesday /8 February/.

ARTICLE NOTES IMPENDING TRIAL OF FORMER Di/TII LEADERS 
Jakarta HARLAN UMUM AB in Indonesian ? Feb 83 op 1, 12 


/Text/ Jakarta, HARIAN UMUM AB--Ten former leaders of the DI/TII /Territory 

of Islam/ Indonesian Islamic Army/ dissident movement which planned to establish 
the NII (Indonesian Islamic State) will shortly be brought before courts in 
Jakarta and in the provinces. 


For the most part the 10 men were arrested in mid-1981, accused of carrving out 
subversive activities, said Dr Ismail Saleh, the attorney general, to reporters 
yesterday /2 February/ at the Office of the Attorney General. They have many, 
very long aliases. They were arrested by officers from KOPKAMTIB /Security 

and Order Command / who later curned them over to the attorney general to 
prepare the case - against them in the courts. 


The accused include: (1) H. Adah Zaelani (60 vears old), a former battalion 
commander of the DI/TIL of Kartosuwiryo, who in this case had taken an oath 

of office as chief of state and imam /religious leader/ of the NII; (2) Aceng 
Kurnia (61 years old), a former member of the DI/TII who in this case was 
military commander of the NII; (3) Tachmid Rahmat (38 years old), who was 

chief of the general staff of the NII; (4) Ulas Sudjai (50 years old), who 

was commander of a major war zone of the NII; (5) Toha Machsoed (53 years old), 
commander of NII Regional Command VII/West Java in the southern part of the 
province: (6) Gustam Effendi (25 years old), who was NII minister of information 
(Editor's Note: the attorney general calls him the “oppesite number” of the 
Indonesian minister of information, Aii Murtopo); (6) Syariful lmwan (50 years 
old), who was NII minister of finance (Editor's Note: the attorney general 
calls him the "opposite number" of the Indonesian minister of finance, Ali 
Wardhana); (9) Ota Mustopa (59 years old), who was commander of NII Regional 
Command I/West Java in the northern and eastern part of the province; and 

(1) Adja Darul Alam (36 vears old), who was secretary to the chief of the NII 
general staff and a ilaison officer. 


According to Dr Ismail Saleh, the attorney general, who esterday /2 February/ 
was accompanied by Dr Mohammad Saiin. ceputy attorney general for operations, 
and other experts from his staff, the former DI/TII leaders had their cases 
rehabilitated by the government in 1953. However, a number of these leaders, 
including the 10 men listed above, are known to have used this opportunity 


to consolidate their positions and plinned to continue the struggle under 
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the leadership of the DI/TII founder, Sekarmaji Kartosuwirjo, with the 
ultimate objective of establishing the NII (Indonesian Islamic State). 


In 1977 the former DI/TII Leaders were working underground. They met with 
each other in areas of West Java, Lampung, South Sumatra, North Sumatra, 
Aceh, Central Java, East Java, and Sulawesi. 


Using the excuse that they continued to respect and cooperate with the govern- 
ment, they misused the assistance they received from the government to maintain 
contact with each other. Their intention was to strengthen their position in 
order to carry out their plan of establishing the NII. 


Dr Ismail Saleh said that, based on investigations carried out by KOPKAMTIB, 
it appears that the subject matter of their discussions involved continuing 

to pursue the objectives of the struggle begun by Kartosuwirjo, as outlined 

in a book. They called this book the "Pedoman Dharma Bhakti" /Voluntary Work 
Guide/. Their objective was to overthrow the legal government of the Republic 
of Indonesia and destroy the Pancasila /five principles of the nation/ and 

the Constitution of 1945. With that in mind they tried to set up an organiza- 
tional structure from the central government to the provinces. 


As chief of state of the NII they appointed Adah Zaelani, who at the same time 
took the oath of office as imam cf the NII on 1 July 1979 in an NII religious 
building in Tangerang /West Java/. He was appointed as the replacement for 
Daud Beureuh, the former leader, who had died. 


Attorney General Ismail Saleh also showed a slide which pictured the basic 
concept for the NII struggle from 1962 to 1981. 


From 1962 to 1971, among other things, they planned to work with the Indonesian 
Government only as a matter of tactics. In their program for the period from 
1971 to 1977 they increased their activity by establishing private, friendly 
contacts with former members of DI/TII groups, consolidating the organizatiun 
of the NII and assembling personnel within their organizational structure. 


In the program for the period from 1977 to 1981 they further increased their 
activity by carrying out strategic withdrawals and preparing for war or 
carrying out other programs until the time came when, in a situation of vacuum 
or chaos, they would be in a position to take advantage of it and overthrow 


the Indonesian Government by means of force. 


In applying this concept for their struggle, according to the attorney general, 
they infiltrated a number of government institutions, both civilian as well as 
military. Among others, he mentioned Parliament and the MPR /People's 
Consultative Assembly/, the Ministry of Defense and Security, the Ministry of 
Finance, and the universities, using community leaders belonging to extreme 
rightwing groups. Their intention was to make progress in identifying 
supporters and building their strength. 


They also tried to establish contact with foreign countries to obtain funds, 
weapons, and political assistance. However, up to the present no country 
they contacted was willing to consider their requests. 
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The NII group also tried to establish base areas throughout Indonesia. Their 
object was to establish control over the people and, as far as possible, win 
the support of the people for their movement. Indeed, to obtain funds and 
weapons which they needed, they engaged in robberies and other forms of 
criminal activity, when necessary. Those who committed these actions for 
them were called NII Special Forces. 


Other forms of their activity included holding secret meetings, accusing 
people in public, administering oaths of ailegiance to new members of the 
organization, and encouraging belief in the ideology of the NII. They also 
developed their government and military structure which they called by code 
names such as KT /High Command/, KTWD /Regional High_ Command /, KW /Provincial 
Command / , KD /Regional Command /, KK /Regency Command/, KC /District Command /, 
Village Command, and the basic unit, the circle. 


The preparation for the trial of the 10 accused, according to the attorney 
general, has been going on since 28 June 1982. Now everything is ready to be 
presented to a court, on the basis that the accused performed criminal, 
subversive acts within the meaning of Law No 11 of 1963 on attacks on state 


security /PNPS/. 


The attorney general said: "The case against them has been further strengthened 
by statements the accused have made before witnesses, together with evidence 
seized from them. For example, firearms, knives, pamnhlets, books, and other 


evidence." 


Up to the present those arrested for complicity in the case of the 10 NIT 
leaders number 215 persons in all. Some 25 people were arrested in Jakarta, 
and 190 others were arrested in various areas throughout Indonesia. According 
to Dr Ismail Saleh, among the second group arrested are civil servants who 
work for Parliament or the MPR, the Ministry of Finance, and the Ministry of 
Defense and Security. Also involved are some people from the State Islamic 
Religious Institute /IAIN/ at Ciputat in South Jakarta and Ibnu Chaldun 


University in Bogor. 


The attorney general stated in answer t» questions from reporters: "This 
case stands on its own. There is no connection with the Iimron case /hijacking 
of a Garuda aircraft in Palembang by Muslim dissidents/ or the Hasan Tiro 


Movement in Aceh.” 


According to the attorney general, the trial of Ahmat Husen Salikun Kudus 
began on 2 January 1983 before the court in Surakarta /Central Java/. He 
was responsibie for the murder of Parmanto, an assistant to the rector of 
11 March University in Surakarta. In addition he is also responsible for a 
number of robberies in the Kudus area /Central Java/ and in other places on 
buses as they proceeded along the road ‘n order to collect funds. 


On 5 February the accused H. Adah Zaelani will be brought before the State 
Court in Central Jakarta. Among other things he was responsible for activities 
within the NII organization and other actions in Medan, West Java, and Central 
Java. He is also responsible for robberies and other criminal acts to stir 


up the people to oppose the legal government.

PIONEER PLANT IN GEOTHERMAL ENERGY DEVELOPMENT INAUGURATED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 7 Feb 83 pp 1, 5 


/Article: "“Kamojang Electricity Generating Station: a Pioneer in the 
Commercial Use of Geothermal Energy"/ 


/Excerpts/ On Monday, 7 February, President Soeharto officially inaugurated 
the Kamojang Geothermal Electricity Generating Station (PLTP) in West Java. 
This is the first electricity generator in Indonesia which uses geothermal 
energy in a commerical way. The Kamojang Station, which has a generating 
capacity of 30 MW, is about 42 kilometers southeast of Bandung. It is a 
cooperative project between Indonesia and New Zealand and cost 17.5 billion 
rupiahs. 


This project is the second to be developed in that area. Almost 5 years ago, 
on 27 November 1978, Soebroto, the minister of mining and energy, inaugurated 
the first, experimental project for the use of geothermal energy to generate 
electricity. The electricity generating center, which only had a capacity of 
about 250 kW, was used to provide electricity to PERTAMINA /National Oil and 
Gas Company/ in its subsequent drilling operations in Kamojang. 


The results of the experimental project showed that geothermal energy was 
very appropriate as an energy source fo replace petroleum. A similar project 
was developed on the Dieng plateau in Central Java 2 years ago. The Dieng 
plateau experimental electricity generator had a capacity of 2,000 kW and 
was also used to serve PERTAMINA operations. Some of the electricity it 
produced was used to provide for village electrification in Kejajar, Garung, 
Batur, and Pejawaran Districts, which are isolated areas in the Dieng 
plateau area. 


At present the Kamojang Station is beginning to play a larger role with the 
entry into commercial operation of the first geothermal electricity generator, 
which has a capacity of 30 MW. Following this first geothermal generator, 
two other, similar units will be built, each with a capacity of 55 MW, at the 
Kamojang site. The capacity of the entire Kamojang Station will then be 

140 MW. Its contribution to the electricity system will be felt throughout 
Java. After it is connected to the Java electricity network, its power can 
be enjoyed by isolated communities through the national electricity system. 
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Indonesia is now using only about 32 MW of electricity generated by geothermal 
energy, although research indicates that the potential for geothermally 
generated electricity is about 10,000 MW, of which 5,500 MW can be generated 
in Java; 1,100 MW in Sumatra; 1,400 MW in Sulawesi; 400 MW in Nusatenggara; 
100 MW in Maluku; 100 MW in Irian Java; and 1,400 MW in other areas. 


It seems that Indonesia has just waked up after having been lulled to sleep 
for some time by petroleum. After production of petroleum began to decline, 
the government turned its gaze to geothermal energy which had long been neglected. 


Managing the use of geothermal energy began initially in Java, which has the 
largest population and which uses the most electricity. However, even after 
a series of false starts the path to the use of geothermal energy has been 
a long one. 


In fact since 1918 the Kamojang area has been proposed for research and 
development of geothermal energy. However, it is just a few years ago that 
five shallow wells were drilled, including the Kamojang III well which, up to 
the present, is still producing steam with enough power to generate about 1 MW. 


Indonesia tried to make up for lost ground. In 1972 the government began to 
undertake preliminary research, working in cooperation with New Zealand, and 
was able to locate an area of geothermal energy reserves covering 14 square 
kilometers. 


With the issuance of Presidential Decision No 16 of 1974 the government 
assigned to PERTAMINA responsibility for the drilling of geothermal energy 
wells, in addition to producing petroleum and natural gas. In cooperation 
with the New Zealand firm GENZL /Geothermal Energy of New Zealand Ltd/ five 
more exploratory wells were drilled. ‘The results were positive, and Well 
No 6 began to be used to develop a small amount of electricity, 250 kW. 


The use of geothermal energy requires special skills which are not well-known 
to Indonesian workers. For that reason, in cooperation with GENZL many 
petroleum drilling workers used to operating in the field were assigned to 
this work. Other workers were obtaine’ from field education centers overseas, 
in New Zealand, Italy, and even the Philippines. 


Fortunately, Indonesian workers quickly mastered the work in the field. In 
drilling the wells at Kamojang, although initially the Indonesian workers had 
to be accompanied by GENZL workers, they finally were able to do the drilling 
themselves. 


Out of about 25 geothermal wells which have been drilled at Kamojang, the 

last 6 wells have been successfully drilled by Indonesian workers. Indeed, 

in the drilling on the Dieng plateau in Central Java and at Lahendong, in 

the Manado area of North Sulawesi, Indonesian workers have handled it themselves. 
Their principal capital has been their experience in drilling for petroleum, 
both on land and in the waters offshore. 
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However, up to the present the development of Indonesian geothermal energy 
has still been very expensive. The investment required is large, and advanced 
technology needs to be mastered on a gradual basis. 


Realizing this, the government has begun to invite private capital to manage 
the development of geothermal energy. Geothermal energy is now to be developed 
in Indonesia in cooperation with a private company, the Union Geothermal 
Company of Indonesia, at Gunung Salak, in Bogor Regency. 


The contractor in this case was given a period of 5 years for exploration and 
30 years for production of geothermal energy. Union Geothermal is the largest 
firm managing geothermal energy in the world. The company will invest about 
$20 million in the first 5 years in the Gunung Salak area. A few other 
foreign contractors will follow this example in several geothermal areas 
which have not yet been exploited. 


However, although PERTAMINA and foreign contractors have so far managed the 
development of geothermal energy, it is the State Electricity Company /PLN/ 
which has signed the first contract with Union Geothermal for geothermal energy, 
with the price of geothermal energy set at no higher than 80 percent of the 
price of an equivalent amount of fuel oil on the Singapore market. The sales 
price depends on the capacity of the electricity generator, and there is an 
escalation clause. If electricity is generated above a certain level, the 

price of the geothermal energy will be cut by up to 50 percent. 


Up to the present it is not yet known what pricing arrangements will also be 

in effect for the Kamojang Station. This is especially the case since the 
Indonesian-New Zealand cooperative project was developed prior to the regulation 
applied to the geothermal energy contractors under an agreement only recently 


signed.

SOEHARTO EMPHASIZES POLITICAL EDUCATION FOR YOUNGER GENERATION 


Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 20 Jan 83 pp 1, 9 


[Article: “President on Political Education: Government Officials Should 
Spread Their Knowledge to the Indonesian Community" ] 


[Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--President Soeharto emphasized the importance of polit- 
ical education for the younger generation, and this matter will be taken care 
of as thoroughly as possible. In the future every government official who has 
received political training should realize that this was not only for his own 
needs but should later be extended in continuous fashion to other members of 


the community. 


In this way, according to the chief of state, with the passage of time we will 
have government officials who are really aware of the needs of their nation 
and state. This will give us firm ideological resiliency, that is, the ideo- 
logy of the Pancasila [five principles of the nation]. 


President Soeharto's views were given to Dr Abdul Gafur, deputy minister for 
youth affairs, at the Bina Graha offices yesterday [19 January]. Doctor Gafur 
presented the report and conclusions of the Coordinating Body (BAKOR) for the 
Training and Development of the Younger Generation on guidelines for carrying 
on political education among the younger generation. The implementing guide- 
lines were issued in accordance with a Presidential Instruction dated 23 
December 1982 concerning a program for the development of “Political Education 
for the Younger Generation." 


This Presidential Instruction (No 01/BD/1982, dated 23 December 1982) was ac- 
companied by an attachment on implementing guidelines, consisting of eight 
paragraphs. This attachment is the operational guideline for the further im- 
plementation of Presidential Instruction No 12 of 1982. It is to be used as 
a guide by all concerned who are carrying on political training for the younger 
generation, including government services, ministerial and nonministerial 
offices, and community institutions, as well as social, political, and commu- 


nity organizations. 


All government institutions and community offices mentioned above “have the 
duty of following all guidelines which are issued by the Coordinating Body 
[BAKOR] referred to above and are responsible to BAKOR through the Operational 


Control Unit [Satuan Pengendali Operasi]." 
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The presidential decision was countersigned by Dr Daoed Joesoef, minister of 
education and culture, in his capacity as chairman of BAKOR. The decision goes 
on to state that every implementing authority, including government institu- 
tions; community institutions; and social, political, and youth organizations, 
is required to evaluate its implementation of the political education program. 
They are also required to report to BAKOR through the operational Control Unit. 


The decision continues, stating that all forms of political training for the 
younger generation which have already been conducted, are now *eing conducted, 
or will be carried on in the future by government and community institutions 
will be in accordance with the program and implementing guidelines already 
issued. 


This decision is obligatory in nature for all concerned and is in effect as of 
the date issued. 


The younger generation which is the target of the political education program 
in accordance with the attachment to the Presidential Decision includes those 
below 30 years of age, although the program remains open to those above 30. 


In this connection the younger generation has been divided into 5 age groups; 
those under 7, those from 7 to 12, 13 to 15, 16 to 18, and 19 to 30. These 
age groups are based on school grades. 


The political education course to be used is divided into three elements, the 
principal course, the support course, and the coordination course. The courses 
will be given through the family and through formal and informal educational 
programs. Among the community as a whole it will be conducted through the 

KNPI [National Indonesian Youth Committee], the Boy Scout movement, extra- 
curricular university student organizations, and so forth. Educational mater- 
ials and methods to be used are also set forth in the attachment to the Presi- 
dential Instruction, 


Through Deputy Minister for Youth Affairs Gafur, President Soeharto has made 
it clear that this decision will be implemented as effectively as possible in 
the framework of our effort to raise the level of ideological resiliency, in 
the interest of the increased maturity of our national resiliency.

"ANTARA' CITES WARDHANA ON EXCHANGE RATE CHANGE 
BK301257 Jakarta ANTARA in English 0949 GMT 30 Mar 83 


[Text] Jakarta, 30 Mar (ANTARA-OANA)--The government beginning this Wednes- 
day raised the middle exchange rate of the rupiah to RP.970 for one U.S. dol- 
lar. The decision was taken during a two-hour meeting of the fourth develop- 
ment cabinet held at the cabinet secretariate building, Jalan Veteran, Wednes- 


day. Previously the rate was RP.702. 


Coordinator minister for the economies and the development supervision, Ali 
Wardhana, told reporters at the end of the first plenary cabinet session that 
Bank Indonesia (Central Bank) at 11.30 hours Wednesday will buy and sell the 
U.S. dollar at the middle rate of RP.970. 


Ali Wardhana said that the exchange rate of foreign exchange against the 
rupiah will be determined on a floating basis. 


The government maintains the free foreign exchange trading, Ali Wardhana added. 


The first plenary session of the fourth development cabinet was headed by Presi- 
dent Suharto with Vice President Umar Wirahadijusumah also attending. 


With this measure, the government expected to be able to save the state's 
foreign currency reserves and use it for carrying on with the national develop- 
ment and to strengthen Indonesia's economic competitiveness in face of the 


world economic situation. 


Minister coordinator for the economy, finance and industry said the government 
saw Indonesia's economy as still having the flexibility to adjust with the 


necessary changes in policies. 


The government also decided to further safeguard the national development cur- 
rently in full swing. 


The decision to increase the exchange rate of the rupiah against the U.S. dol- 
lar was based on said considerations and after also taking into account all 


aspects of the matter. 











During the first plenary cabinet meeting of the fourth Pelita development 
cabinet the ministers concerned discussed matters connected with both the 
Indonesian and the world economic developments. 


Coordinator minister for economy, industry and development supervision, ali 
Wardhana pointed out that aside from the adequate achievements made during 
the third Pelita period ending in the forthcoming budget year, the Indonesian. 
economy had experienced some difficulties originating from abroad. 


The main difficulty faced by Indonesia is attributed to the protracted world 
economic recession which has lasted for the last three successive years. 


Minister Ali Wardhana also pointed out that the industrialized countries 
had also adopted necessary policies to protect their respective national 
economy such the protection policy attached to their foreign trades. 


During the press statement, Minister Ali Wardhana was accompanied by Informa- 
tion Minister Harmoko. 


In a bid to maintain the export markets, some industrialised countries have 
also devalued their respective currencies. 


Such economic developments, according to Minister Wardhana, affected directly 
the Indonesian non-oil exports which experienced continued drops during the 


third Pelita period. 


Ali Wardhana said that despite the monetary development overseas, Indonesia's 
economy during Pelita III (1978/79-1983/84) continued to develop and the 


development programs were in progress. 


Various policies adopted by the government in those years enabled the economy 
to remain resilient despite the adverse effects of the world recession, 


Ali Wardhana said. 


However, the prevailing world economic recession makes it difficult for the 
country's economy to be continuously resilient, he added. 


The coordinator minister said the lowering of the prices of oil from $34 to 
$29 per barrel on the international market poses the second difficulty faced 


by the Indonesian economy. 


Given the considerable contribution of oil to the economy as a foreign exchange 
earner, the lowering of crude price brought big impacts on both the national anc 
international economies, Ali Wardhana said. 


Some 70 percent of the total Indonesian revenues come from oil. 


Under such circumstances, Ali Wardhana said, safeguarding measures must be 
taken in this sector with a view to limiting its adverse effects, particularly 


checking the steady decline of the country's foreign currency reserves. 
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In facing the challenges posed by the current national development, foreign 
exchange should be spent with maximm results for the welfare of the nation 
as a whole. 


For that reason, Ali Wardhana added, the use of foreign exchange must be based 
on priorities that had been fixed on a more acceptable basis. 


The measure was all the more important in view of the world economic situation. 


The current high inflation rate, he added, was the result of the fact that 
Indonesia's economic competitiveness declined both at home and abroad. 


Although Indonesia succeeded to make products ef no inferior quality than in- 
ports, the products had to face heavy competition from imports. 


Various measures had been taken in protecting home-made goods, but practically 
to no avail, because the inflation rates in the countries of origin of the 
goods were lower than that prevailing in Indonesia.

BKPM SEEKS INVESTORS FOR LARGE-SCALE PROJECTS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 20 Jan 83 p 2 


[Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--The Capital Investment Coordinating Body (BKPM) in 
the course of 1983 will emphasize two issues in implementing its work progran. 
First, tc identify and prepare an inventory of potential investors in large- 
scale projects or projects which have first priority. Secondly, the develop- 
ment of projects related to the transmigration, labor, and agricultural sec- 
tors. 


Dr. Suhartoyo, general chairman of the BKPM, made this statement at the Bina 
Graha offices yesterday [19 January] after reporting to President Soeharto on 
this work progran. 


He stated that the object of identifying and preparing an inventory of poten- 
tial investors in large-scale projects which have first priority is to ensure 
that this effort can be carried out in the period of time already decided on. 


In this connection the steps to be taken include: first, to identify and pre- 
pare an inventory of about 200 potential investors and banks which have the 
desire and capacity to collect $15 to $20 million to handle foreign investment 
projects (PMA) and between 15 and 20 trillion rupiahs to handle domestic capi- 
tal investment projects (PMDN) in the course of the forthcoming Fourth 5-Year 
Development Plan [PELITA IV]. 


According to Suhartoyo, the list of potential investors can be divided into 
five sectors: industrial, agricultural, mining, chemical industry, metal pro- 
cessing industry, and services industry. 


In identifying the investors and preparing the inventory, according to Dr 
Suhartoyo, the BKPM will develop a list of about 200 potential investors 
through correspondence and about 50 potential investors through personal 
visits, 


Having Certain Characteristics 


Regarding the development of projects related to the transmigration, labor, 
and agricultural programs, Dr Suhartoyo stated that this was intended to make 
it possible for the BKPM to delegate the task to BKPM regional offices to 





identify regional projects. When this is done, the regional offices will also 
handle the project development and will undertake preliminary feasibility 
studies. Then the regional offices will handle promotional efforts in the area 
involved and process the applications received. 


He said that the transmigration, labor, and agricultural sectors have certain 
characteristics which strongly support the program of balanced, regional de- 
velopment. Therefore, to clarify chis matter further, the projects need to be 
identified and developed in order to stand on their own because their economic 
and commercial feasibility is appropriate, based on the potential of the area 
in which the project will be implemented. 


According to Suhartoyo, it was previously estimated that these regional pro- 
jects would be valued at between 100 and 300 million rupiahs. In this way 
meaningful participation can be achieved involving local farmers, transmigrants, 
and workers, through the cooperatives and in cooperation with local business- 


men. 


However, at the meeting yesterday [19 January] President Soeharto directed that 
it was unnecessary to limit the value of the projects. The chief of state gave 
the example of a project to produce sugar from sweet potatoes [ketela], an in- 
vestment that might involve 2 billion rupiahs. Therefore, the value of the 
project may be fairly large, provided it is feasible and can be properly handled 
so that it will be of use to the local people. 


Purwodadi Cement Plant 


On the occasion of his call on the president yesterday [19 January] Dr Suhartoyo 
made a special report on the construction of a cement plant near Purwodadi, 
Central Java. The investment required for this project would be about $300 


million. 


The problem now is how to find and deliver natural gas to provide fuel for the 
project. The funds involved in this aspect of the project, according to 
Suhartoyo, would be rather large--about $150 million. 


He also reported on the resuits of capital investment handled by the BKPM in 
1982, According to Suhartoyo, total investment was valued at 4.5 trillion 
rupiahs. This consisted of PMDN [‘lwmestic capital investment] of 3.8 trillion 
rupiahs, while PMA [foreign capita investment] amounted to $1.3 billion. Out 
of the overall total of 4.6 trillion rupiahs, 1.9 trillion rupiahs consisted of 
investments by governnent enterprises, while 2./ trillion rupiahs were invested 
hy private companies, both in the form of domestic and foreign capital invest- 
ment. 


He said that there are two considerations which make Indonesia attactive for 
such large investments, First, there is the subjective aspect, as Indonesia 
at present has a clear and consistent development program. Secondly, there is 
the objective aspect, Indonesia has a great deal of natural resources and a 
large population. This is an important matter in terms of manpower and the 
available market, Furthermore, Indonesian purchasing power has been fairly 
estimated at more than $500 per capita annually. In addition, Indonesia is a 
country with stable political, economic, ana social concitions.

TIGHTER CREDIT CEILING ORDERED BY BANK INDONESIA 


Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 17 Jan 83 pp l, 12 
{Article: "Smaller Increase in Bank Indonesia Credit Ceiling"] 


[Excerpts] Jarkata, KOMPAS--For the fiscal year 1983-84 the Bank Indonesia has 
set the permitted percentage of increase in credit ceilings far lower than in 
orevious years. This is a result of the fact that, given the situation pres- 
ently affecting the world economy, high levels of monetary expansion increase 
the danger of high inflation and increase the deficit in the balance of pay- 


ments. 


Dr. Rachmat Saleh, the governor of the Bank Indonesia, discussed fiscal year 
1983-84 monetary policy at a bankers’ dinner on Friday, 14 January, at the 
Bank Indonesia. 


Rachmat Saleh did not state what the permitted percentage of increase in credit 
ceilings will be. Each vear in the past the ceiling or limit on total credit 
extended by every bank has continued to increase. The credit ceiling set by 
the Bank Indonesia for fiscal year 1983-84 will not show as large an increase 
as in previous years. 


In the absence of a large addition to the permitted percentage of increase in 
credit ceilings, the banks will be asked to find ways of helping their cus- 
tomers without excessively large increases in credit. 


The sectors which earn foreign exchange from their operations, small business- 
men, and cooperatives should be given priority in this connection, in addition 
to business activity which employs many workers. In connection with the prob- 
lems now experienced by our balance of payments, credit for import-heavy busi- 
ness firms need to be firmly limited. 


The governor of the Bank Indonesia is also aware of the fact that during the 
presently sluggish economic circumstances in fact it is monetary policy which 
can encourage a slowly moving economy and, properly speaking, can be expan- 
Sionist in character. 


However, monetary expansion is always followed by an increase in the tendency 
to use foreign exchange for imports or for services. Meanwhile, at the present 
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time it cannot be expected that exports will grow quickiy. For that reason 
an increase in foreign exchange expenditures will only result in an increased 
deficit in the balance of paynerts. 


He said that in the past Indonesian monetary expansion evolved quickly. Each 
year the increase in money in circulation has always exceeded 25 percent, 
while hank credit has increased by an average of 30 percent. Rachmat Saleh 
said: “It should be noted that Indonesian monetary expansion over the past 
few years has been among the highest in Asia." 


At the same time high credit expansion in Indonesia has helped the development 
of the business world, Meanwhile, its negative effect has been balanced by in- 
creased production, Also, the negative influence of monetary expansion on the 
balance of payments was not particularly felt because increased imports and 
payments for services were balanced by the rapid increase in foreign exchange 
receipts caused by the strength of petroleum sales on the international market 
and by world economic activity which easily absorbed Indonesian exports. 


The governor of the Bank Indonesia said: "However, the situation has now 
changed, The factors which balanced the negative influence of credit expan- 
Sion have changed in direction since 1982. And this tendency will continue 
to be felt during fiscal year 1983-84," 


In other words, at the present time high levels of monetary expansion will in- 
crease inflationary pressures and above all will increase the deficit in the 
balance of payments. 


In the present situation the government has chosen the path of caution in 
dealing with fiscal year 1983-84, To avoid deficit financing and because it 
will be difficult to increase budgetary receipts by very much, the draft budget 
(APBN) will be balanced at a level which nominally is higher than last year 

but which, in real terms, shows no increase, compared to fiscal year 1982-83. 


Regarding the total amount of credit which was extended by all banks in 1982, 
this amounted to 13.3 trillion rupiah, whereas in 1981] it only totaled 10.2 
trillion rupiah. If the credit extendec Jirectiy by the Bank Indonesia, or 
about 3 trillion rupiah, is not included, the credit extended by other banks 
amounted to about 10.3 trillion rupiah. This involved an increase of 37.4 per- 
cent over the previous year. 


In giving reasons for the policy of setting the permitted percentage of increase 
in credit ceilings at a level for lower than the previous year the governor 
of the Bank Indonesia provided an overvieyv of the situation in 1982. 


He said that in calendar year 1982 export receipts fell by 15 percent, compared 
to 1981, Receipts from exports of petroleum, natural gas, and related commodi- 
ties in 1982 were estimated at $19.8 billion, whereas in 1981 they totaled 

$23. 3 bill ion. 


On the other hand expenditures of foreign exchange during 1982 increased by 9 
percent. Expenditures of foreign exchange for all kinds of imports and payments 
for services totaled $26.4 billion, compared to $24.2 billion in 1981. 
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More importantly, in 1982 foreign exchange reserves declined by $2 billion. 

The foreign exchange reserve position at the end of December, 1981, Showed a 
total of $6.1 billion. This total fell to $4.1 billion by the end of December, 
1982. The decline of $2 billion includes the calculation of other expenditures 
and receipts, such as the repayment of loans, the payment of interest, and re- 
ceipts of investment capital, both in the form of loans as well as foreign 


capital investments. 


This large decline in fact took place during the first half of 1982. Foreign 
exchange reserves which had increased to $6.6 billion at the end of January 
declined to $4.6 billion by the end of June. 


Meanwhile, receipts from petroleum exports in 1982 in overall terms fell from 
$16.7 billion to $13.5 billion. This was due to a decrease in export volume 
because of the weakness of the foreign petroleum market. 0O:: the other hand, 
foreign exchange receipts from exports of liquified natural gas [LNG] increased 
from $2.3 billion to $2.4 billion in 1982, compared to 1981. 


Regarding exports of nonpetroleum commodities, Rachmat Saleh said that in 1982 
these also declined, compared tc 1981. In 1982 they totaled $3.9 billion, 

while in 1981 they amounted to $4.3 billion. Among the commodities declining 
the most were timber in the form of logs and rubber, while the item which did 


best was plywood. 


The governor of the Bank Indonesia said that the Indonesian balance of payments 
for fiscal year 1983-84 will face major challenges. The deficit in the balance 
of trade in goods and services and the balance of payments as a whole wil! be 
rather large. However, these problems cannot be dealt with by limiting freedom 
in the foreign exchange system. 


All kinds of efforts will be made to increase receipts of foreign exchange. In 
expenditures of foreign exchange an effort will be made to ensure that these 
are held within proper limits, by giving priority to imports which are really 
essential and by implementing budgetary and monetary policies which will pre- 
vent excessive expansion, 


Because Indonesia needs to receive capital to finance development activity, 
the government will continue to try to attract private foreign capital inves- 
tors to invest their capital in Indonesia. And to accompany this effort, the 
government still needs loans from international institutions and from a number 
of foreign governments on a bilateral basis, as well as from the international 
banking world,

VISIT OF SOLOMON ISLANDS FOREIGN MINISTER REPORTED

[Text] Jakarta, KOMPAS--President Soeharto on Tuesday morning [18 January] 
received a courtesy visit from Dennis Lulei, minister for foreign affairs and 
international trade of the Solomon Islands, at the Bina Graha offices. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar Kusumaatmadja, who accompanied the visitor 
from the island group in the southwest Pacific, told the press that relations 
between Indonesia and the Solomon Islands will be raised to the diplomatic 


level. 


When the United Nations vote on East Timor took place in 1981, the Solomon 
Islands still abstained, However, at the time of the vote on the matter in 
1982 the Solomon Islands supported Indonesia, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Mochtar said. 


In the course of his visit to Indonesia Dennis Lulei will also visit East Timor, 
at this own request. 


President Soeharto expressed his pleasure that Dennis Lulei would have an op- 
portunity to see everything in Indonesia which might be useful for his country, 
recalling that Indonesia has experience in the field of development. Indonesia 
has nothing to hide, and the visitor from the Solomon Islands is free to study 
whatever he wants to know about, said Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar, 
quoting President Soeharto. 


Indeed, the president suggested that Dennis Lulei look into the system of co- 

operatives in Indonesia, which has been considerably developed in the villages 
and which plays a major role in increasing food production. Due to increasing 
food production, the consequences of the world economic recession are not too 

serious. The Solomon Islands minister of foreign affairs was also invited to 

inspect other projects, such as village development and land fisheries. 


Meanwhile, Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar Kusumaatmadja told reporters at 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs that in his discussions with Dennis Lulei, the 
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minister for foreign affairs and international trade of the Solomon Islands, 
the possibility of an exchange of visits between the two heads of state, the 
kind of technical assistance Indonesia could give to the Solomon Islands, and 
Indonesia's desire to consider aspects of the Solomon Islands that would be 
useful for Indonesia were among the matters raised. 


He said that, among other things, Indonesia would study the experience of the 
Solomon Islands in tuna fishing.

The foreign minister said: "Indonesia has a tuna fisheries project underway 
in the Banda Islands. This project has been undertaken in cooperation with 

Japan, but it is not going well. Perhaps the Solomon Islands have a better 

was of handling this kind of fishing." 


Minister for Foreign Affairs Lulei arrived in Indonesia on 17 January with an 
official invitation from Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar and will remain 
in this country until 21 January. His visit to Indonesia is the first visit 
he has made to the Southeast Asian area. 


According to Mochtar, this visit is an important one in the framework of In- 
donesian efforts to improve its relations with the countries of the Pacific 
area.

PORTUGAL TO RECEIVE TIMORESE REFUGEES 
Lisbon DIARIO DE NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1i Mar 83 p 3 


[Text] Approximately 300 residents of East Timor, some of whom have been wait- 
ing now for years for departure visas, will soon be able to emigrate to Portu- 
gal or Australia, a source in Djakarta has revealed. Deputy Manuel Tilman 
nevertheless stated yesterday in Lisbon that many of those persons, whom our 
country has provided with money so that they can leave Timor, allegedly are 

not Timorese but are of other nationalities. 


The fact that no Portuguese official is stationed at the Dutch Embassy in 
Djakarta to represent Portuguese interests in Indonesia makes it possible for 
the local authorities to pass many Chinese from indonesia, Hong Kong and other 
places off as native Timorese, said Tilman who was also president of the now 
defunct Provisional Parliamentary Commission for Timorese Affairs. 


The high degree of corruption in Indonesian organizations, both in Djakarta 
and in Dili, makes it possible for officials there to get paid again and 
again for facilitating the departure of these Maubere people who nevertheless 
still remain indefinitely in East Timor. This information was also given by 
Tilman, who himself is Timorese and a deputy repres. iting ASDI [Independent 
Socialist Democratic Association]. 


According to what Deputy Tilman related, the Portuguese minister of foreign 
affairs revealed in May 1983 that the government had authorized the Dutch 
Embassy in Djakarta to issue passports to 400 Timorese who were waiting for 
an opportunity to enter Portugal, but in January 1983 it still was not known 
when these individuals could arrive here because their coming depends on the 


arbitrariness of the Indonesians. 


Because Timorese refugees were excluded from the Australian ban on foreigners 
coming into that country, many natives from other Asian lands who wanted to 
emigrate to Australia acted in collusion with Indonesian agencies to pass 
themselves off as Timorese. 


Of the 300 persons who soon can begin to leave East Timor, 200 will begin to 
arrive in Portugal in April, coming here then at the rate of 20 per month. 

The other 97 [as published] will be able to emigrate to Australia at the rate 
of 30 per month. Nodecision whatsoever has been made yet regarding Inacio 

de Moura, the 42-year-old poet of Portuguese origin whom Indonesian authorities 
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officially regard as a political prisoner and as a FRETILIN [Revolutionary 
Front for East Timor Independence] sympathizer. He wants to join his family 


in Australia. 


It will be recalled that Inacio de Moura was interrogated on 17 February in 
Djakarta and then transferred to Dili where he has been held under house 


arrest. 


The Timor question will be on the agenda of UN Secretary General Perez de 
Cuellar when he visits Portugal during the first part of April. 


"It is possible that better results will be achieved in 1983 in the United 
Nations than in 1982, but that can only come about if we have ‘an effective 
diplomatic initiative’ right now," Manuel Tilman emphasized to ANOP [Portuguese 
News Agency] after expressing regret over the time which will be lost for the 
Timorese cause during the process of forming a new government [in Portugal] 

and appointing a new ambassador to handle this matter now that Baptista Martins, 
the person currently responsible, has been named to represent Portugal in an 


African capital.

[Text] Phnom Penh, 24 Mar (SPK)--"All problems concerning Southeast Asia must 
be settled through negotiations among the countries within the region and must 
be free from outside interference," Phoun Sipaseut, Lao minister of foreign 
affairs, said in an interview granted to the LAO News Agency KPL. 


Asked about the trend to initiate a dialogue between the ASEAN and the Indo- 
chinese countries to settle contending issues of the region, Minister Phoun 


Sipaseut stressed: 


The dialogue conforms with the combined efforts of Laos, Vietnam and Kampuchea 
and is in accordance with the principle of the Nonaligned Movement and responds 


to the aspirations of the peoples in the region. 


To the question why the Malaysian foreign minister claimed that Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thachhad agreed to hold a regional conference with- 
out the participation of the PRK Government, Minister Phoun Sipaseut emphasi- 


zed: 


At a meeting in New Delhi between the foreign ministers of Vietnam and Malay- 
sia, the Malaysian foreign minister proposed that the two Indochinese coun- 
tries (Vietnam and Laos) proceed with consultations prior to the regional con- 


ference. 


It is regrettable that this issue was badly interpreted by the other side which 
claimed that Vietnam had consented to the absence of the PRK Government at ‘a 
conference which would bring together the five countries of the ASEAN and the 


Indochinese countries when such a conference takes place. 


As far as we are concerned and that goes for Vietnam as well, the PRK Govern- 
ment alone is the sole representative of the Kampuchean people and has the 
right todetermine whatever issue pertaining to Kampuchea. 


The question of the PRK representation should not be considered as a factor 
hindering consultations between the two groups of Indochina and ASEAN so as 
to reach the settlement of regional issues, Phoun Sipaseut affirmed before 


going on: 
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We adhere to the principle that all regional issues must be settled by the 
common efforts of the countries within the region through dialogue and free 
from outside interference, pressure or threat. 


The initiatives of the three Indochinese foreign ministers mentioned in the Ho 
Chi Minh City communique of 7 July 1982 and the initiatives made on behalf of 
the three Indochinese countries in my message of 15 September 1982 to the 
foreign ministers of the ASEAN countries are all aimed at settling regional 
questions in the most suitable and correct manner. They meet the aspirations 

of the peoples in the region and are in accordance with the principles and goals 
to attain peace of the Nonaligned Movement. 


We hold that the proposal of the SRV minister of foreign affairs to the Malay- 
sian foreign minister is in accordance with the proposals put forward in the 
above-mentioned documents. Furthermore, it is fully in agreement with the 
spirit of the two statements of the Kampuchea-Vietnam-Laos summit which aim 

to attain peace, cooperation and friendship. 


The Lao foreign minister expressed hope that the five ASEAN countries will put 
all their efforts to find final solutions for this region.

To the question why the Malaysian foreign minister claimed that the Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach agreed to the holding of a regional confer- 
ence without the participation of the Government of the People's Republic of 


Kampuchea, Lao foreign minister comments: 


"As we understand, at the Delhi meeting between foreign ministers of Malaysia 
and Vietnam, the Malaysian foreign minister proposed that prior to the region- 
al conference, consultations between the two countries of Indochina (namely 


Laos and Vietnam) and all the five member countries of ASEAN may be held.” 


In this regard, Phoun Sipaseut further informed that the Vietnamese side pro- 
posed that the consultative meeting should take place among countries of the 
region which are non-aligned members alone--namely between Vietnam and Laos, 
on the one hand, and Malaysia, Singapore and Indonesia, on the other. 
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"It is regretable, said the Lao foreign minister, that this question has been 
misleadingly used for one side's favour alone and claimed that Vietnam 
agreed to the absence of Kampuchea to the regional conference between the 
five ASEAN countries and Indochinese countries when such conference takes 
place. [Quotation marks as received] 


“As far as we are concerned and that goes for Vietnam as well, the government 
of the PRK alone is the sole representative of the Kampuchean people and has 
the right to determine whatever issue pertaining to Kampuchea. 


"The question of PRK representation should not be considered as hindering 
factor with regards to the consultations between the two groups of Indochina 
and ASEAN so as to reach the settlement of regional issue.

Chi Minh communique dated July 7, 1982 and initiatives advanced in my Septenm- 
ber 15, 1982 letter representing the 3 Indochinese countries which was sent to 
foreign ministers of ASEAN countries, all are aimed to settle regional ques- 
tion in the most suitable and correct manner and meet the aspirations of the 
peoples in the region and in accordance with principle and goals to attain peace 


of the Non-aligned Movment. 


"Hence, I hold that the proposal of the foreign minister of the Socialist Re- 
public of Vietnam made to the Malaysian foreign minister is in accordance 
with the proposals made in the already mentioned documents. Furthermore, it 
is fully in agreement with the spirit of the two declarations of the summit 
conference of Laos, Vietnam and Kampuchea which aim to attain peace, coopera- 


tion and friendship." 


The Lao foreign minister in conclusion formulated his wish that ASEAN ccun- 
tries will put active efforts to find ways to find solutions for this region.

EDITORIAL NOTES INADEQUACY OF STATE ECONOMY, PROMOTES PERSONAL WORK

{Editorial Colum: "Family Economic Construction Is a Way To Raise the Real 
Standard of Living of Society"] 


[Text] In socialist society family economic construction is an important work 
for increasing production that cannot be ignored. Generally speaking, its 
purpose is to increase workers’ income; more specifically, it is to increase 
farmers’ income in order to raise the standard of living of the rural people. 


Particularly in our country, when we are still in the first phase of transfor- 
mation and construction of socialism, the economic base is still young; the 
state and collective production base have not yet [taken over] production in 
society. The total annual production has not yet met the basic living needs of 
the people of all races. The family economy is important not only for increasing 
production in society but also because it is a necessary duty everyone must 

carry out starting with cadres, soldiers, workers, government employees, and the 
people of all races in order to raise the standard of living daily for each 
family and each individual. 


Another important aim in family economic construction is to put all surplus 
energy and free time to the good use of society. For example,based on the 
general survey a co-op member works only 200 days per year on the average; pri- 
vate farmers work only 100-150 days per year. Therefore, if all our farmers, 
both co-op members and private farmers, know how to take advantage of the days 
left to build up their family economy; it will certainly increase their yearly 
production a great deal. Our farmers will have a bountiful income and will be 
able to solve the problem of the co-op not providing everything for them, e.g., 
household items, clothing, food supplies, fruit, meat, eggs, etc. Those cadres, 
soldiers, workers and government employees who are in different offices, organ- 
izations, departments, localities, factories, schools and hospitals should also 
take advantage of the time outside of office hours such as in the morning, 
evening or on the weekend to build up the family economy, to help carry the 
burden of society, and to try to be self-sufficient in terms of food supplies 
[such as] meat and vegetables. By doing this, not only will they increase 
their income and raise the standard of living in each family, but they will also 
help the country and improve the ecanomy in society with this broad expansion. 
This is because when each individual or each family has food supplies which meet 
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any of their own demands through the building of their family economy, the main 
production of society will become a great capital for the party and government 
to use in national development and national defense. 


With this significant meaning the party committee and the administrative com- 
mittees of all levels should not take the implementation of this task lightly. 
We should mobilize all our energy and capability to take advantage of every 
opportunity and all free time to build up the family economy. Cadres, govern- 
ment employees, workers, and military companies must consider the task of 
building up the family economy as their own duty which must be carried out, and 
which is as important as any other task. Collective farmers and private farmers 
should struggle to increase the number of their workdays, and they should use 

a great deal of the days left over in the year, after doing the collective 
production or engaging in seasonal cultivation, to build up their own family 


economy . 


In making the construction of the family economy everyone's duty and making 

it efficient, it is not enough to aim at each individual's awakening; the party 
committee and administrative committees at all levels should mobilize and ex- 
plain the importance of building up the family economy for all to understand. 

On this basis they should facilitate family economic construction as best they 
can, including arranging time to help with the seedlings, good breeding of 
animals, and use the land they have. If they can do this it will promote the 
broad expansion of the family economy construction for cadres, soldiers, workers, 
government employeees, farmers, and the people of all races, and it will have 

a beneficial effect on the national economy and will raise the standard of 


living of society.

RICE SALES, TAX PAYMENTS NOTED, SOME PLACES LAG

{Article: "Over 40,000 Tons of Rice Sales and Agricultural Tax Payments from 
Localities Nationwide" ] 


[Text] Following the harvesting of the wet rice paddies, rice purchases and 
agricultural tax collections from the people and farmers of all nationalities, 
in localities in different provinces nationwide, have been carried out. The 
agricultural tax and the rice purchasing nationwide now totals over 40,000 tons, 
including over 23,900 tons of rice for agricultural taxes. 


Mr Inhom Phinit, acting chief of the Lao State Trade Sector, told us that rice 
purchasing from the people and farmers this year was as active as in the years 
past. Many localities carried out [the policy] correctly and effectively, 

for example, Attopeu, Champassak, Savannakhet, Vientiane, and Luang Prabang 
Provinces. Also, there are some localities that have not yet fully carried out 
the rice purchase and exchange plan with the people, because the transportation 
of goods between cities and rural areas is still delayed and does not meet the 
demands of the consumers. Therefore, in order to aim at carrying out the pur- 
chase plan easily and effectively, the Lao State Trade Sector has sent cadres 
to each province to guide, lead and press forward quickly for the distribution 
and circulation of the goods into and throughout the production bases. In the 
last 3 months of 1982 the Lao State Trade Sector sent goods such as cloth, 
clothing, zinc, nails, sewing machines, etc, worth over 10 million kip to sell 
widely in different localities. Meanwhile, they continue exchanging goods with 
fraternal socialist countries in order to bring in [goods] to serve in pressing 
forward production, and in steadily raising the standard of living of the people.

COOPERATIVE LAND ALLOCATION, EXCHANGE OF RICE FOR GOODS REPORTED

[Text! This farm tractor is parked in front of Thitphai's house. He is the 
director and chief of the Ban Na Quai Tai agricultural co-op, Na Quai Canton, 
Saithani District, Vientiane Capital. It is the property of the agricultural 
co-op that has recently been received in exchange for 45 tons of rice from the 
Vientiane Province Food Supply Service. 


The Ban Na Quai Tai agricultural co-op was set up in 1981 when proposed by the 
people in order gradually to advance themselves to great and socialist produc- 
tion. In the last 2 years, because the co-op was solidly organized with de- 
tailed assignments and was suited to the ideas and the environment, they divided 
the work into nine production groups. Each group consists of three-five fam- 
ilies, and some have 9 families, who are responsible for production in their 
former farming areas. Besides the farmland of each production group, the co-ops 
also have 1l extra hectares of farmland. After each production group has 
finished its production, all units produce together on this land. Because of 

a thorough checking of labor and workdays, and the strict carrying out of a 
democratic centralism policy which is an important mobilization of all the mem- 
bers’ work spirit, there was an admirable achievement in the past 2 years, which 
gave a new face to the people. The people have enough food to eat through the 
year. Some families who had still faced scarcity managed to solve this problem. 
It is not as bad as before, when they had to try to buy rice from long dis- 
tances. Moreover, the co-op also accumulated an amount of rice. When they could 
see some improvement in the standard of living of the people, they unanimously 
exchanged the rice they had saved for a medium-sized farm tractor. Although the 
amount of rice is not yet enough to pay off the price of the tractor, they will 
pay it off in the next 2 yezrs. 


Thit Phai, the chief of Ban Na Quai Tai's agricultural co-op's [board of] direc- 
tors having a total of 39 families said that this beloved tractor will help ex- 
pand the Na Quai Tai agricultural co-op, especially when they use it to clear 
10 hectares, new land that has been soil tested, on which they will be able to 
grow rice in this coming 1983 wet rice growing season.

VIENTIANE PROVINCE ROAD, BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION REPORTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 25 Jan 83 pp 1, 3 


{[Article: "Vientiane Province Road and Bridge Construction Company Achieve- 
ments") 


[Text] In 1982 cadres and workers of the Vientiane Province road and bridge 
construction company promoted the revolutionary spirit of the working class in 
their specialized tasks of construction and road repairs for transportation 
between cities and rural areas, to press forward in production, and to raise 

the standard of living of the people of all races, victoriously achieving 

their 1982 plan. They built a new 2.5 km road to the Vientiane Province 
administration building at Tha Lat. They successfully built 2 steel bridges 
across the Houai Thon that can carry 40 tons; repaired 40 km of Route 10 from 
Tha Ngon to the Mang plain on the way to Nam Ngum Dam; successfully patched 

and paved the asphalt road from the Phon Hong 3-way intersection to Nam Ngum 
Dam; successfully repaired a barge dock between Meuang Khao and Pak Kayoung 

and installed a new barge consisting of 7 steel boats which can carry 20 tons; 
repaired over 7 km of road in Phon Mi, Meuang Khao District; repaired 150 meters 
of old water drainage, built 5 places for drainage under roads; cleared a 24 km 
way to Sam Phon Tong; cleared a 130 km trail from Ban Don to Sanakham District; 
built 19 wooden oridges; repaired over 20 km of Nam Chim and Hong Tha bridges; 
built a 16.5 meter steel bridge across the Houai Khem; successfully repaired 

a 20 meter wooden bridge at the entrance to Phon Tong; and surveyed a 28 km 
section of the 60 km site for a new road from Ban Chiang to MeaungMet Canton, 
Kasi District. The bridge and pipe cadres and workers poured 71.75 cubic meters 
of concrete to prevent soil from collapsing; installed 20 meters of steel pipes; 
installed 182.02 meters of steel-reinforced concrete; built 60 meters of water 
drainage; and built 28 wooden bridges. This is a 100 percent achievement of the 


1982 plan. 


Besides effectively carrying out their own plan, the workers of the company 
also built different roads on contract. They repaired Route 13 north from Hin 
Heup to Kasi District; successfully repaired many bridges; patched and paved 
the asphalt road from Sikhai to Phon Hong; and they successfully repaired the 
road from Nong Beuk to Dong Dok, along with fairly effectively carrying out 


other work.

VIENTIANE ROAD WORK, PROVINCIAL CAPITAL OFFICE CONSTRUCTION REPORTED

Company Victoriously Succeeds in the 1982 Plan"] 


[Text] The sun slowly moved down the western horizon as though it was being 
pulled on someone's back. The burning sunlight gradually softened its rays 
with each passing moment. A cold winter wind blew once in a while, bringing 
cool air over the area. This was the time the Phon Hong farmers gradually 

and happily were returning to their homes after a full day's work. However, 
the young workers of the Vientiane Province Bridge Construction Company still 
continuously and hurriedly struggled with the world in the construction of the 
Vientiane Province [Administration] Office. Comrade Boun-Ek and Comrade ! 
Saleumsai, high-level technicians of the Vientiane Province Bridge Construction 
Company's board of directors, closely coordinated their work in clearing the 
dense forest. Many bulldozers and scrapers commanded by young workers dug up 
and broke the soil surface, making dust everywhere, which then disappeared into 
the blue sky. At this place Comrade Saleumsai and Comrade Kham Veun told me 
that the Vientiane Province Bridge Construction Company's office construction 
in Tha Lat, Phon Mi, and Meaung Kao are the number one big projects of the 
company. Therefore, they have struggled to clear the soil surface and complete 
the plan. The Vientiane Province office construction is their urgent duty, and 
the most urgent work of the party committee and the Vientiane Province Admin- 
istrative Committee, who have to decide to use many millions of kip to convert 
in the near future many hectares of dense woods into standard offices and 


organizations. 


After surveying some routes and bridges in the construction plan, Comrade Savat 
Nokeo, director of the Vientiane Province Bridge and Route Construction Company, 
told me that in 1982 this unit faced many difficulties and satisfactorily com- 
pleted their work. For example, they built a new road to the location of the 
Vientiane Province office in the Tha Lat area 2.5 [km] long, 9 meters wide, 
[using] 6,750 cubic meters of red soil; they successfully built 2 steel bridges 
across the Houai Thop, one 18.30 meters long and the other 20 meters long, which 
can carry 40 tons; they repaired 40 km of route 10 twice from Tha Ngon to 

Mang Plain on the way to the front of the dam at [the beginning] and the end of 
the year; they filled over 8,000 cubic meters of soil, and successfully patched 
and paved asphalt from the Phon Hong three-way intersection to the front of 
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Nam Ngum Dam. There was serious damage at both ends of the Hong Tha Bridge. 
They used a truck to suck up the old asphalt, leveled by refilling with dirt, 
and then paved 4,760 {km] using 11,900 liters of asphalt. They filled in 437 
cubic meters. They repaired a road 600 meters long and 10 meters wide down 

to the barge port between Meaung Kap and Pakkagnoung on both sides of the Nam 
Ngum River bank by using bulldozers to dig up dirt. They dug out 4,066 cubic 
meters of the surface, and refilled 976 cubic meters of dirt and 200 cubic 
meters of stone. They successfully insta!led a new barge 30 meters long and 

5 meters wide consisting of 7 steel boats which can carry less than 20 tons 

and is now open [for use]. They repaired 8,500 meters of the Phon Mi-Meuang 
Kao road for which they had cleared a l6-meter wide path in the woods on both 
sides, and refilled with 13,575 cubic meters of dirt; they repaired 150 meters 
of an old water pipe and successfully built new water pipes under 5 places with 
90 meters of steel-reinforced cement; they successfully cleared a new road 24 km 
long and 8 meters wide from Ban Don to Chanakham District; they succeeded in 
building 19 wooden bridges; they repaired over 20 meters of the Nam Chin Bridge 
and the Hong Tha Bridge; repaired a 16.5 meter steel bridge across the Houai 
Deum; successfully repaired 20 meters of the wooden bridge at the entrance to 
Phon Tong; finished surveying 28 out of 60 km for a new road to be constructed 
in Kasi District from Ban Chiang to Meuang Met Canton. For the broken bridge 
pipe they poured 71,875 cubic meters of dirt and to prevent collapsing 

456,57 cubic meters of steel-reinforced concrete; they [made a moldj of 
1,051.60 kilometers of concrete, installed 20 meters of steel pipes and 182.02 
meters of steel reinforced concrete, built 60 meters of (Dalo) (drainage pipes), 
and built 28 wooden birdges. This is a 100 percent success rate when compared 


with the 1982 plan. 


Besides succeeding in implementing the year's primary plan, the Vientiane 
Province Bridge and Route Construction Company also repaired roads on contracts 
in different sections. For example, it repaired 144 km of Route 13 north from 
Hin Heup to Kasi District, filling dirt in to level the broken sections; re- 
paired many bridges; patched and repaved asphalt on some sections from Sikai 

to Phon Hong; and successfully repaired many kilometers of the road from Nong 


Beuk to Dong Dok. 


Concerning the direction of work in the following years, especially the 1983 
plan which is the 3rd year of the First 5-Year Plan of the government, Comrade 
Savat Nokeo told us that the primary work of the company is to repair communi- 
cations routes within the province, e.g., Route No 10. They started to clear 
a new road 60 km long from Ban Chiang to Meuang Met, Kasi District, and paid 
special attention to continuously clearing the forest in order to build the 
Vientiane Province [administration] office in Tha Lat, and also to construct 
other roads on contract. Meanwhile, they hurriedly repaired the broken-down 
vehicles and got ready to receive a number of new machines, and improved the 
work system in the company making it more efficient. This is to complete the 
plan assigned by the higher echelons, and determinedly to take part in the 
transformation and socioeconomic construction in Vientiane Province moving 

in the direction of solidly and gradually advancing themselves to socialism.

As for viewing TV 
now, if you look at good programs you will gain knowledge and understanding, 
but if you look at bad programs you will [learn] bad things which are a serious 
danger to yourself and others. Thus, those who are intelligent should think 
about it and seek to watch good programs, to learn and gain knowledge for 
themselves. What I have said here is not that I want to teach crocodiles how 
to swim; when we human beings have dust in our eyes, no matter how smart we are 
we still need someone else to remove it. 


Comrade Savat S/D, I would not agree with you on the issue you raise that TV 
viewing makes [people] lazy.

KUALA LUMPUR COMMENTARY ON ASEAN-SRV TALKS

[Text] The foreign ministers of the ASEAN nations who met in Bangkok today 
discussed the crucial question of the strategy to be adopted when they finally 
meet Vietnam to discuss the future of Kampuchea. The fact that such talks 
would be held in the near future is in itself an advance from the earlier 
Vietnamese postures where Hanoi had maintained that the situation in Kampuchea 
was irreversible. Vietnam then adopted the stand that it would only enter in- 
to negotiations if the puppet Heng Samrin regime was an equal partner in the 
process. Now it has abandoned the Heng Samrin clique and will face the ASEAN 
nations alone. This is as it should be, because Vietnam is solely responsible 
for creating the Kampuchean problem. Vietnam also holds the key to a solu- 
tion, which is that all Vietnamese troops should leave Kampuchea and the 
Kampucheans should be allowed to determ..e their own future. 


It should also be noted that, while the psoition of ASEAN is clear, there are 
also no illusions about what Vietnam's intentions are. Caution will be exer- 
cised in a situation where the mere fact of a future meeting between Vietnam 
and ASEAN does not necessarily signify progress. A resolution favorable to the 
people of Kampuchea depends on the eventual outcome of the meeting. 


The Thai deputy prime minister, Tun Thanat Khoman, has also pointedly reminded 
that it should be the Kampuchean people and not the Heng Samrin regime that 
have the right to be represented at any talks. To fall into a deadly trap 

by accepting that the freedom and independence of a country is nepotiable and 
can be negotiated with the aggressors without the Kampuchean people having a 
say is a dangerous precedence. It is a violation of all existing principles 
and a betrayal of the nearly 100 UN members who have voted yearly in support 
of the coalition democratic Kampuchean coalition [as heard]. 


The point at issue is thus the freedom, independence and territorial integrity 
of Kampuchea as well as the right of its people to choose their own government 
and way of life. All these aspirations are embodied in the declaration that 
was released after international conference on Kampuchea. Vietnam knows what 
the principles of this declaration are. Any attempt to prevent the full im 
plementation of these principles will only be construed by ASEAN nations as 
attempts by an aggressor nation to hold on to its ill-gotten gains. 
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It was Vietnam who marched into Kampuchea. The regime in Phnom Penh is Viet- 
nam's creation and the goal at sight [as heard] in the military occupation 
of a weaker neighbor is sustained by the presence of 180,000 Vietnamese troops. 


Vietnam has fooled no one. It has, in fact, suffered tremendously from this 
act of aggression. It may have succeeded in tiring out the Americans in the 
last Vietnam war and using and [word indistinct] manipulating American public 
opinion, but in this case Vietnam is the aggressor, fighting a war its own 
people are growing weary about. 


The forthcoming negotiations should thus see the return of Kampuchean freedom 
and sovereignty to the Kampucheans.

COMMENTARY VIEWS ASEAN STAND ON SRV PROPOSAL

[Text] The ASEAN-EEC foreign ministers’ meeting in Bangkok decided yester- 

day that ASEAN would have no direct talks with the Indochinese states. They 
have stated the view that the channels for holding such discussions already 
exist in the declaration issued after the international conference on Kampuchea, 
which was held in Geneva, and that Hanoi should adhere to the various resolu- 
tions passed by the UN General Assembly with an overwhelming majority. 


It is also significant that the foreign minister of Vietnam, Mr Nguyen Co 
Thach, has been reported to have said that he did not make the proposal for 
direct talks. Whether this is true or not is another question; but it illu- 
strates the wide gulf that exists between the position of ASEAN and Vietnam. 
It also demonstrates very vividly Hanoi's determination to cling to a nation 


that it subdued through naked aggression. 


Another issue that has come up in the last few weeks is the question of aid 
to Vietnam. It has been reported that Claude Cheysson, the French foreign 
minister, will be traveling to Hanoi after the ASEAN-EEC meeting in Bangkok, 
where he will unveil plans for a $30 million aid package to Vietnam. At the 
same time, the new Australian prime minister, Mr Bob Hawke, has also stated 
his government's intention to resume aid to Vietnam. Australia's reason for 
doing so was that it wanted to reduce Hanoi's dependence on Moscow, which 
would then allow it to pursue a more independent foreign policy. If this hap- 
pens, it would represent a tremendous setback to the efforts of ASEAN to re- 
move the Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea and create a free and independent 
nation. Clearly, the provision of economic assistance to Vietnam would be a 
slap on the face of the Kampuchean people who are now living under the yoke 
of an aggressive neighbor whose powerful army has knocked out their independ- 


ent, proud and cultural existence. 


In plain terms, the provision of such economic aid will only serve to reward 
aggression. It will encourage Vietnam to puruse other adventures, principally 
against its neighbors. There is no other possible interpretation that can be 


given to these efforts. 
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Mr Robert Hawke has spoken about the need to wean Hanoi away from Moscow, but 

it is also clearly evident that, despite being a member of COMEOCON and relying 
on the Russians for all their military hardware, the Vietnamese Government has 
always acted singly, independently and has always pursued its own interests 
above those of other nations. Where, then, is the justification for the pro- 
posed shift in policy by Canberra? There can also be no doubt that Vietnam must 
be made to suffer the consequences of its aggressive policies. It has swallowed 
and colonized a smaller and weaker neighbor, and the world commmity must 
necessarily show its disapproval and the point to be made is that this policy 
of isolation has worked. Vietnam's stand on Kampuchea has been considerably 
more accommodating in the last few months because of the chaotic mess its 
economy is in and this has been caused partly by this policy of isolation. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that industrial nations will take the views of 
ASEAN into consideration before changing their minds.

SRV ENVOY ON ASEAN FOREIGN MINISTERS STATEMENT

[Text] Kuala Lumpur, 30 Mar 4AFP)—In rejecting talks between the Associa- 
tion of Souteast Asian Nations (ASEAN) [and] Vietnam and Laos, the ASEAN 
foreign ministers had “succumbed to pressure from China and a few people in 
Thailand," the Vietnamese envoy to Malaysia, Nguyen Can, said here. 


He said the statement issued after the ASEAN ministers recent meeting in Bang- 
kok rejecting the porposed talks did not reflect the common tendency in ASEAN, 
which groups Malaysia, Singapore, Thailand, Indonesia and the Philippines. 


Malaysian Foreign Minister Tan Sri Ghazali [Bin Shafie] said after his talks 
with Vietnamese Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach on March 8 in New Delhi that 
Vietnam had agreed to discuss a political solution to the Cambodian problem 
without insisting that the Heng Samrin regime be included in the talks. 


Singapore's Deputy Prime Minister Sinnathamby Rajaratnam described the pro- 
posal as an advance "although still unofficial." 


Tan Sri Ghazali said Vietnam's offer was a "step forward" and expressed the 
hope that such talks could produce a withdrawal of Hanoi's troops from Kanm- 


puchea. 


The envoy said, "The first people to reject the proposal which was raised 
by Tan Sri Ghazali during the meeting was China followed by the Thai deputy 
prime minister, Tun Thanat Khoman." 


In an exclusive interview with AGENCE FRANCE PRESSE, Mr Nguyen Can stressed 
that the proposal was first raised by Tan Sri Ghazali and not by Mr Thach. 


"We have not seen the official text of the ASEAN foreign ministers meeting 
rejecting the proposal for a dialogue between ASEAN and Vietnam and Laos. 
If indeed there is a rejection, then it is a defeat to Tan Sri Ghazali as 
it was he who [word indistinct] the idea," he said. 
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The ASEAN foreign ministers renewed their call to Vietnam to take part in 
UN-sponsored talks on Cambodia but ruled out direct dialogue between ASEAN 
and Indochina as a grouping. 


Mr Nguyen Can called the Bangkok statement "a step backward," adding that 
“putting a pre-condition will only lead to a deadlock between ASEAN and the 


Indochina grouping." 


"Since 1980, both sides have been having a open dialogue with no pre-conditions 
attached and it was Malaysian Foreign Minister Tengku Ahmad Rithauddeen who 


opened the talks," he said. 


There had also been visited by Laotian Foreign Minister Phoun Sipaseut, who 
is also a representative of the Indochinese countries, and the Vietnamese 
foreign minister had made visits to the region since 1980. 


The envoy said the dialogue would be very useful as it could contribute to the 
(?7intensification) of the “mutual trust and understanding” of ASEAN and the 
Indochina grouping. If held, the main topic of the dialogue would be the 
peace and stability of Southeast Asia. 


"The other concrete matters will depend on both sides on the basis of equality 
without any impositions," he said, adding, "it will be an open agenda." 


Malaysian Foreign Minister Tan Sri Ghazali on his return Saturday from the 

ASEAN-European Economic Commission foreign ministers meeting in Bangkok said, 
"We got Europe to condemn the Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea and the most 
important thing was to get countries like France to condemn the occupation." 


To this, Mr Nguyen Can said, "A joint statement is basically different from 
an individual statement." 


"France and Sweden has a more realistic view than several other West European 
countries on the question of Kampuchea," he added.

SRV ENVOY INTERVIEWED ON JAPAN AS MEDIATOR

[Text] Kuala Lumpur, 28 Mar (AFP)—Vietnam would welcome any impartial effort 
by Japan to resolve the Cambodian conflict, but Tokye does not currently ap- 
pear in a position to be an even-handed mediator, Hanoi's ambassador here said 


today. 


Ambassador Nguyen Can said Vietnam has been open to any person, organisation 
or country willing to help promote a dialogue between the Indochinese states 
of Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia's Heng Samrin regime and the Association of 


Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN). 


Last week Tokyo's new ambassador to Malaysia, Akitane Kiuchi, told a local 
newspaper that Japan was prepared to mediate in any substantive ASEAN-Vietnam 
talks on Cambodia if ASEAN requested it. But he stressed Japan fully sup- 
ported ASEAN's stand and would do nothing to jeopardise its interests. 


In an exclusive interview with AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE, Mr Nguyen Can said that 
"Vietnam welcomes Japan to play a mediator's role in any substantive ASEAN- 
Vietnam negotiations on Cambodia if it does not take sides. 


"People who are partial would not be able to give an active contribution to 
the peace and stability of the region through the dialogue," he added. 


Mr Nguyen Can said, "Presently Japan, which is taking sides with ASEAN, China 
and the United States and supporting the genocidal Pol Pot clique would not 
be able to play a fair mediator's role, in a dialogue between ASEAN and Viet- 


nam on Cambodia. 


"Vietnam has made no demands or requirements to Japan to undermine ASEAN inter- 
ests but merely asked them not to support ASEAN (comprised of Malaysia, 
Thailand, Singapore, Indonesia and the Philippines) against the interests of 
the Indechinese states. 


"Japan should not also support China and United States to oppose the interests 
of the Indochinese states," Mr Nguyen Can said. 





To Mr Kuichi's statement that Japan also wants good ties with the Indochina 
countries, Mr Nguyen Can said, “This can only be realised if Japan respects 
Vietnam's independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity and equality." 


He added, "Our policies are clear and it depends on Japan whether it wants to 
develop good ties with the Indochina countries."

COMMENTARY RAPS ‘'VNA' REPORT ON FRENCH STAND

[Text] The VIETNAM NEWS AGENCY, to all intents and purposes Hanoi's mouth- 
piece, has claimed that French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson said that 
France preferred the continued occupation of Kampuchea by Vietnamese troops 
to a return to power by the Khmer Rouge. Mr Cheysson was quoted to have said 
at a press conference in Hanoi that France did not wish to see the departure 
of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea so that the horrors of the Pol Pot time 


could be repeated. 


It is hard to believe that Mr Cheysson would do such a thing after France has 
been a party to the joint declaration of the foreign ministers of ASEAN and 
the EEC in Bangkok last week, which reiterated their stand that no assistance 
should be given to Vietnam of such a nature as to sustain and enhance the 
Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea. Although this left open the door for any 
country to provide assistance on humanitarian reasons, which is short of what 
the ASEAN states want, they are quite happy to settle for Mr Cheysson's out- 
right condemnation of Vietnam for continuing to keep some 180,000 soldiers 


in Kampuchea. 


About the VIETNAM NEWS ACENCY'S report which gave a turn about of the French 
stand on the Kampuchean issue, it must be taken with a pinch, if not a bag full, 
of salt. The quetionable credibility of the report is one thing, the other 

that is questionable is Vietnam's motive. It appears that Hanoi is capitaliz- 
ing on the French preparedness to extend assistance on humanitarian reasons. 
This is no secret. The whole world knows about it. In fact, it is known that 
after the ASEAN-EEC foreign ministers meeting in Bangkok, Mr Cheysson would 
travel to Hanoi when he would unveil plans for a $30 million aid package to 
Vietnam. Thus, linking this with what Mr Chevysson was reported to have said o! 
the Kampuchean issue, Hanoi hoped to gain more credibility for the story. 


If Hanoi thinks that it could justify its presence in Kampuchea and hoodwink 
the world by using the purported French stand, it is deluding itself. The 
whole world also knows that the Khmer Rouge, which was responsible for the 
genocide committed during Pol Pot's time, are not but a component of a coali- 
tion government and the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea's soil 
will not place the people under such a regime again. In fact, the world that 
Hanoi is trying to gain support from, through its propaganda efforts, is in 





fact diminishing. The majority of the member nations of the United Nations 
would not have given recognition to the credentials of the coalition govern- 
ment led by Prince Sihanouk if there was the slightest doubt. 


The VIETNAM NEWS AGENCY story is also untimely given the soaring political 
climate between ASEAN and Hanoi. ASEAN is ever willing to meet Vietnam to 
explore ways for a Kampuchean settlement. It has openly said that it is pre- 
pared to have a preparatory meeting with Vietnam that will eventually lead to 
a decisive meeting along the line of the international conference on Kampuchea, 
bu the latest propaganda efforts by Hanoi could very well raise doubts about 
its sincerity in working out a peaceful solution to the Kampuchean issue with 
ASEAN. Thus, Vietnam has to prove its sincerity. To do so, it should now 

halt all such propaganda efforts. They should merely indicate to the world 
that it is drowning in a problem that it has created for itself and is clutch- 


ing at the last straw.

RELIGIOUS EXTREMISM—Kuala Lumpur, 29 Mar (AFP)—Malaysian Acting Prime Min- 
ister Datuk Musa Hitam said here today that che problem of religious extremism 
was beginning to “rear its ugly head" in Malaysia. He said the extremists’ 
activities not only threatened public order but would divide the ummah (Muslim 
masses). Datuk Musa, the country’s deputy prime minister who was opening a 
four-day course on security for Kadis (Muslim religious officers), said the 
government realised that the potential danger posed by these groups should be 
stopped before they caused damage. He said the groups were not expected to 
understand the “feelings and sensitivities” of Malaysia's multi-racial, multi- 
religious society but added that the government could not allow any group to 
disrupt the strength and unity of the ummah, still seriously challenged by 
enemies, particularly the Commmist Party. He warned Malaysians to guard 
against communists’ alleged efforts to seize power by force. The acting prime 
minister also disclosed that the status of Kadis and the Syariah courts would 
be raised soon to the level of the country's magistrates and other civil 
courts, since the Kadis role needed expansion since they are a vital link 
between the people and the government, he said.

COMMENTATOR VIEWS COST OF ALLIANCE WITH U.S.

[Text] The agreement with the United States that no nuclear weapons shall 
be established in the bases here without consultations with the Philippine 
government reflects the spirit of Philippine-American alliance. it allows 
the possibility that if the governments of the two countries perceive the 
need, nuclear weapons may be installed in the bases. 


When such a need will be felt is anybody's guess. However, there is no ques- 
tion that the Philippine government as well as some segments of the population 
are quite sensitive to the question of whether US nuclear weapons should be 
ailowed in Philippine territory. 


The popular belief in those quarters is the introduction of such weapons 
here will invite a nuclear attack from the Soviet Union in the event of a war 


between the superpowers. 


Philippine policy as embodied in the agreement is more liberal than that of 
Japan. Japanese policy is there shall not be introduction of nuclear arms 
into Japan, no possession and no manufacture thereof. 


That policy was shaped by the experience with the atomic bombs. In view o! 
the emotion that can still be mustered by the memory from the public, no 
Japanese government, however pro-American, has dared to change the policy. 


Japanese public opposition to the introduction of nuclear weapons was mani- 
fested anew a few days ago when groups of protesters greeted the entry of the 
US carrier USS Enterprise into Sasebo harbor. The protest was inspired by 
the belief that the Enterprise was carrying nuclear weapons. 


Elsewhere in the world, citizen protests to the nuclear arms race or to the 
deployment of additional nuclear weapons have grown in recent vears. 


For a time the scheduled deployment of Pershing II and cruise missiles in 
Germany became problematica] as it seemed to depend on which party will win 
the elections. The victory of Mr Kohl's party assured that the weapons 
would be deployed, as Mr Kohl was sympathetic to the idea.

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Nevertheless, there have been anti-nuclear demonstrations in almost all 
member-countries of NATO, including the United States. 


That sentiment may be reflected to some extent in the on-going talks on the 
limitation of strategic weapons and on the reduction of tactical nuclear 


weapons in Europe. 


Be that as it may, the sentiment has to be measured against another school 
of thought that reduction or limitation has to proceed at a balanced manner 
in order that the West is not left vulnerable to an attack that can be in- 
spired by the belief that the West has become weak. 


There is much to be said in favor of that argument, and it is the common 
approach taken by the opposing sides in the on-going talks. 


In the meantime, the nuclear equation is encumbered by many variables. There 
is, for example, no telling which country will or will not be hit by nuclear 


weapons. 


Let us take the case of Japan. It is true that Japan has a strong three 
non-N policy, and the Soviets need not be convinced of how deeply the Japanese 


feel about nuclear weapons. 


But under its security arrangement with the US, Japan is under the American 
nuclear umbrella. That means to say in helping to defend Japan from aggres- 
sion, the US is ready to use nuclear weapons against the aggressor. 


Such an arrangement can tempt the attacker to use nuclear weapons against 
Japan. 


Moreover, there is no guarantee that some segment of the US armed forces in 
Japan does not have nuclear weapons. 


That is also true in the case of the Philippines. The Philippine government 
does not and cannot inspect American warships, submarines and aircraft which 
call here or are stationed in the Philippine bases. 


If you were in the place of the USSR, you would presume, for logical reasons, 
that there are nuclear armaments here. 


For us, that is the cost of alliance.

EDITORIAL SCORES GOVERNMENT INVESTMENTS 
Manila PHILIPPINES DAILY EXPRESS in English 24 Mar 83 p 4 


[Text] A report from the Commission on Audit says that a number of govern- 
ment agencies have invested millions of pesos in money market placements and 
that the recovery of such placements is held as doubtful. In other words, 
the government agencies have lost or stand to lose their investments in the 


money market. 


The report says that one government corporation was discovered to have 
matured money market placements worth more than Pl million which still remains 
unpaid. These irregular investments of government funds in the money market 
were unearthed in the course of a performance audit conducted by the COA last 


year. 


The report raises a lot of questions. Why were the government agencies allowed 
to invest their idle funds in the money market? How were the money market 
firms chosen? Who chose them? Did some government officials personally bene- 
fit from the investments? Who or what government office supervises the invest- 


ments of idle public funds? 


As a result of the COA findings, the Cabinet, upon the COA's recommendation, 
has ordered that idle funds of government agencies, including government- 
owned corporations, should be invested in government securities to prevent 
further losses. This is a wise move. But what happens to those government 
agencies which made losing investments in the money market? Will they not be 
investigated so that the guilty parties or individuals can be punished and 
booted out of the government service? 


COA Chairman Francisco Tantuico Jr., says that regular performance audit is 
the best way to ferret our irregularities, curb wasteful spending and stim- 
late the inflow of revenues for the government. Through this, cases of 
unnecessary purchase, misuse of supplies and equipment, overstaffing, poor or 
risky investments, inefficiency and mismanagement have been discovered. By 
all means, the COA should continue to audit all government agencies and 


offices. 


Even in local government units, the COA has found out that there is a pre- 
vailing deficiency and weakness in the internal control of public funds lead- 
ing to inefficient disbursement of funds and graft and corruption.

The campaign should not end with the announcement of irregularities and mis- 
management. The COA should also announce the names of those government 
agencies which made losing investments in the money market. 


It is not enough that loopholes and weaknesses are pinpointed. Those loop- 
holes must be plugged and the weak links strengthened to prevent further 
venalities. Also equally important is the prosecution of those who manipulated 
the loopholes and the weaknesses to enrich themselves at the expense of public 
welfare.

RAMOS ORDERS DISMISSAL OF ABUSIVE PC, INP MEMBERS

[Text] Lt. Gen. Fidel V. Ramos, Constabulary chief and director-general of 
the Integrated National Police, ordered yesterday the immediate dismissal of 
all PC or police personnel arrested for committing any offense off-duty and 
known to be notoriously undesirable. 


Ramos said in a letter circular to all PC-INP units that after the dismissal 
of these men, they should be turned over to civilian authorities for prosecu- 


tion. 


Col. Luis San Andres, PC spokesman, said that General Ramos' order was spur- 
red by the involvement of a number of PC and INP personnel in crimes such as 
robbery, homicide, extortion, and other offenses, in spite of present strin- 
gent disciplinary measures. 


First to get the axe under the PC-INP chief's letter circular was Constable 
Wilfredo Aguimbag of task force "Talikop" in Cavite. 


Ramos ordered Aguimbag dismissed from the service and turned over to civil 
authorities in Cavite for prosecuvrion. 


Aguimbag was one of three armed men in civilian attire who created trouble 
inside the "C & S" disco house in Binakayan, Kawit, Cavite last March 13. 
His two companions were civilians. 


One of them was Antonio Llianera, Jr., 26, a resident of Binakayan, who was 
arrested by the Kawit police in possession of an M-16 Armalite rifle. The 
other was identified only as a certain Freddie who escaped. 


General Ramos issued the following guidelines: 


1. The arresting officer shall conduct an immediate investigation of 
case and finish it as soon as possible. 


2. The commanding officer of the apprehended individual shall place the 
latter under confinement. 
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3. The commanding officer shall recall immediately all firearms, ammunition, 
and all other accountable properties issued to the individual to reclude 


their loss or misuse. 


4. The arresting officer, after the investigation, shall immediately turn 
over the records of the case to the regional commander for the conduct of a 


summary investigation. 


5. The summary investigation shall be conducted in accordance with existing 
procedures of the AFP/CHQ and the National Police Commission (Napolcom). 


6. Before the dismissal is effected, the complete records of the case shall 

be forwarded to the fiscal's office for filing of appropriate criminal

BANKS TO REDUCE FOREIGN EXCHANGE, LEND PESOS

[Text] The Central Bank will again reduce the amount of “excess” foreign 
exchange holdings of commercial banks so that they will be forced to lend in 
pesos to local businesses. 


Central Bank Gov. Jaime C. Laya said yesterday that startiug April 30, 1983, 
the excess foreign exchange holdings of commercial banks will be limited to 
20 percent of their outstanding letters of credit (L/Cs) plus 75 percent of 
average foreign exchange receipts negotiated through the commercial bank. 


In addition, the 25 percent of foreign exchange receipts that banks may 
retain will be reduced to five percent every month starting April 30, 1903 
until it is completely removed by September 30, 1983, Laya said. 


This means that by September 30, the excess dollars that banks may hold will 
be only 20 percent of their outstanding import L/Cs. 


Laya said the move was intended to increase the amount of funds for loans to 
businesses which have been complaining of tight credit. 


Moreover, such a move would result in the lowering of interest rates on 
loans, he said. 


The existing formula allows commercial banks to maintain or hold up to 20 
percent of outstanding L/Cs plus 30 percent of average foreign exchange 
receipts negotiated through commercial banks. 


However, Laya said, the CB has noted that banks have been building up their 
foreign exchange holdings instead of converting these to pesos for loans to 


business enterprises. 


The CB head added that the excessive dollar holdings of banks have contributed 
to business complaints of inadequate financing facilities and continuing high 


interest rates. 
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The formula was first adopted on February 26, 1982, and was subsequently 
amended last October, resulting in partial reduction of the level of “excess” 
dollar holdings of commercial banks. 


Originally, banks were allowed to hold foreign exchange assets of up to 30 
percent of their outstanding L/Cs plus $30 million. 


However, because of the liberal scheme, many banks, were found to have main- 
tained excessive foreign exchange holdings to the detriment of local businesses 
who were complaining of inadequate credit. 


In some instances, banks were found to have foreign exchange or dollar invest- 
ments of up to $50 million because of attractive interest rates in the US 


markets. 


The formula was subsequently revised to 40 percent of outstanding L/Cs plus 
30 percent of foreign exchange receipts in February 1982. It was further 
lowered to 20 percent of outstanding L/Cs plus 30 percent of foreign exchange 
receipts last October.

After being briefed on the progress of the Philippine land reform progran, 
Kibria noted that “in the agrarian scene, you have done a great deal and I

[Text] As the fourth ASEAN-EEC ministerial meeting ended in Bangkok this 
afternoon, the five ASEAN members significantly won the endorsement of the 

10 European community partners to their stand on the Kampuchean problen. 
Although the joint declaration which was adopted this afternoon broadly 
touched on current international and regional political and economic problems, 
it gave special attention to the political instability in Asia, particularly 
the foreign military occupation of Kampuchea and Afghanistan. 


Of the total 23 [as heard] paragraphs of the joint declaration, 12 mainly 
{word indistinct] to the Kampuchean question anc Indochinese refugee problem. 


One of ASEAN's remarkable successes was EEC's reiteration of its stand that 
no assistance be given to Vietnam as to sustain and enhance the Vietnam 


occupation of Kampuchea. 


The five ASEAN partners also successfully persuaded their European counter- 
parts into noting in the joint declaration that the formation of Democratic 
Kampuchean coalition under the presidency of Prince Norodom Sihanouk is 4 
significant step in the search for a comprehensive political settlement. 
For ASEAN and EEC, the comprehensive political solution surrounded the 
related UN resolutions of the declaration of the international conference 
on Kampuchea, calling for the total withdrawal of Vietnamese forces from 
Kampuchea, the right of the Kampuchean people to freely determine their 
own destiny and an independent, neutral and nonaligned Kampuchea posing 


no threat to any of its neighbors. 


The two organizations also declared in the joint declaration the recent 
military attacks by Vietnamese armoured and artillery forces against the 
Nong Chan border encampment housing thousands of Kampuchean civilians. 

It said the attacks are violations of the fundamental principles of humani- 


tarianism and the UN charter. 


Commending the ASEAN humanitarian effort in grenting first refuge and assis- 
tance to the influx of Indochinese refugees, the EEC ministers noted the 
necessity of commitment of refugee resettlement in third countries. Both 
sides jointly called upon the countries of origin to cooperate with UNHCR 
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[United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees] in the speedy implementation 
of the voluntary repatriation program. 


ASEAN-EEC agreed that the situation in Afghanistan remains a major cause of 
tension seriously affecting the regional and global statility. In this 
regard, the ASEAN ministers supported the EEC's previous proposal for a 
comprehensive political settlement.

DEMOCRAT PARTY CANDIDATES SPEAK AT RALLY

[Text] The army as an institution does not agree with the constitutional 
amendments while military support for the draft bill only reflected the 
thoughts of several army officers, a Democrat Party rally at Sanam Luang 
was told yesterday. 


Speakers urged Bangkok voters to turn out in full force on April 18 to cast 
their ballots, saying that the election will shape the future of democracy 


in Thailand. 


The four-hour rally by the country's oldest, and once most favoured political 
party, attracted a crowd of at least 50,000. 


Some observers said that the crowd was larger than the one at last Thursday's 
Social Action Party rally. 


The democrat speakers were clearly surprised and delighted by the huge 
turnout. 


Agriculture Minister Chuan Likphai told the crowd that the democrat's 
struggle against the constitutional amendments was not a fight with the army 
as a whole, but concerned only a few military personalities. 


The publicised military thoughts, he said, should be considered as only 
personal opinions of a number of military officers, he said. 


Chuan said that he had spoken to a number of senior and high-ranking mili- 
tary officers whom he said informed him that the army as a whole did not 
agree with the constitutional amendments. 


He also said that the proposed changes seem to be a move towards fascism. 


The agriculture minister, along with the other speakers, urged the people 
to go out and vote as a high voter turnout would show that the people want 


democracy. 
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M.R. Seni Pramot, who also spoke at the rally said that since Thai offsp 
of aliens will be allowed to vote the turnout should be better than the 


elections. 


He said that when the law allowed the offspring of aliens to vote the voter 
turnout in 1976 was 40 percent in Bangkok. But when they were prevented 
from voting before the last elections the turnout in Bangkok was only 19 


percent. 


Democrat Party leader Phichai Rattakun said the election constituted a 
Struggle between a constitutional monarchy and a full dictatorship. 


He claimed that during the draft amendments readings he was approached by 
a lieutenant general who urged his party to support the bill. 


Phichai claimed that when he refused to support the extension of the senator's 
powers and the right of civil servants to hold cabinet posts the lieutenant 
general made another proposal. 


The lieutenant general proposed that the parties elect a prime minister and 
that the prime minister pick anyone to form his government, Phichai claimed 


adding that he once again refused. 


Since that encounter, Phichai said, the democrats have been under a great 
deal of criticism on radio and television. 


Phichai said that if the Thai people sufficiently voted for the democrats 
he would form a government and be the prime minister. 


The crowd's reaction to the democrat speakers were enthusiastic especially 
when Capt Chaluem Yubamrung introduced each speaker while he heavily 
criticised certain military officers and their actions. 


Trat Mp Chalat Worachat, who drew a resounding applause from the crowd 
when he took to the stage, said that after the draft constitutional amend- 
ment was voted down he had decided to give up politics for a while when he 
returned home. 


The dissolution of Parliament, he said, prompted him to return to Bangkok 
and ask the party how he could be of service and originally it ws proposed 
that he run alongside party leader Phichai. 


"Buc I decided against this and proposed that I run against Samak [Sunthongwet, 
leader of Prachakon Thai Party] instead. It was my decision to kill myself 
politically," Chalat said. 


Meanwhile at Wat Nimma-Noradi in the Bang Khae area of Thon Buri yesterday 
Samak continued campaigning with a rally held for the residents of Phasi

[Text] The question of pre-election security rears its ugly head again. 

It is not certain who planted the bomb that exploded harmlessly near the 
Democrat Party headquarters, nor who was responsible for the bomb that 

was defused before exploding at the Social Action Party (SAP) headquarters. 
The chances of finding the culprits are dim and the parties are either faced 
with a warning that there may be a further escalation of violence or of 


obtaining second-rate publicity. 


There is also an element of contradiction here. One of the reasons attrib- 
uted to the dissolution of the House of Representatives is that it would 
preclude any violent demonstrations. Up to now that reason has been correct 
since none of the political rallies have tended to whip up public demon-

In several countries, this is an automatic matter--when elections are 
announced the major political contenders are provided security. But this

But, from 
whichever way we look at it, the decision of the police department to provide 
security to party headquarters and to party leaders seems extremely sensible 
at this time since the snap elections are too confusing and the time limit 
set has caught the political parties by their short hairs.

From the police point of view, it should be much easier to provide him 
security since his movements are known and, not being a candidate in the 
election, he is not staging any political rallies.

At the moment no political party seems 
even to be trving for an absolute majority in the house. So voters--those 
who do go to the polling booths--have to exercise their franchise in favour 
or personalities, knowing full well the stresses and strains that will be 
built into a coalition. 


Politicians and the people are far more conscious of their duties now than 
alan the elections held by Fielc Marshals Phibun Songkhram, Sarit Thanarat 
and Thanom Kittikhachon. But the dissolution of the house has brought up 

an sttieude of "business-as-usual" and naturally frustration goes along 
with that. In this atmosphere, there are the necessary elements for 
violence, and we ire happy to see the government taking steps to prevent 
such a predicament.

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SRV TROOPS MOVING CLOSER TOWARDS KHMER FORCES

[Text] Vietnamese-led Heng Samrin troops are expected to resume their dry- 
season offensive against Khmer resistance guerrillas following reports that 
Vietnamese forces, armed with military hardware, are moving closer towards 
Son Sann's stronghold opposite Ta Phraya and Sihanoukists' jungle base 
opposite Surin Province, the supreme command spokesman said yesterda,. 


Lt Gen Wibun Laosathian told the NATION that the Vietnamese-led Heng Samrin 
troops are also moving T-54 tanks and artillery pieces in their troops 
movements. 


He said that the predicted onslaughts would be the last round of the ongoing 
offensive before the end of the dry season. 


According to field reports, the troops’ movements were detected at an area 
about seven kms from the Thai-Kampuchean border opposite the border town 
of Ta Phraya in Prachinburi and at another area opporite the border province 


of Surin near Chong Chon. 


The troop movements were believed to be aimed at Son Sann's stronghold 
opposite the Thai border village of Ban Sa-ngae in Ta Phraya and Sihanoukists' 
jungle base opposite Chong Chom, according to the military spokesman. 


The two Khmer resistance strongholds have not so far faced fierce attacks 
since the Vietnamese were dug in near the Thai-Kampuchean border at the 
beginning of the current dry season. However, the Vietnamese troops, armed 
with tanks and artillery pieces have overrun Son Sann's stronghold at Nong 
Chan refugee settlement in February in one of the fiercest fighting since 
early this year. The attack on Nong Chan prompted refugee influx into 
Thailand and automatically dissolved the refugee resettlement. 


Lt Gen Wibun said that the first army region had instructed its troops on 
the border areas to be on full alert to cope with possible spill-overs of 
figating and to push back Khmer resistance guerriilas who could flee onto 


Thai soil for refuge. 


Meanwhile, chief of the news division of the supreme command Col 5unloet 
Phonchan reported a flare-up of fighting between the Vietnamese and Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas which took place at about 5 am yesterday near Phnum Chhat

KAREN INSURGENTS BREAK THROUGH CONTAINMEN

[Text] Rangoon--For the first time in more than a decade, Karen insurgents 
have broken through Burmese government containment and thrust west into 
previously secure and strategically important areas of central Burma, says 
sources here. 


The incursion, not reported in the state-run press, has reportedly alarmed 
senior government and army officials and raised the possibility of a link-up 
between Karen guerrillas and the Chinese-backed Burma Communist Party [BCP]. 


The break-out from insurgent-dominatei areas along the Thai border came in 
the middle of last month when a Karen force estimated at between 200 and 
300 men with sufficient supplies to last more than a month crossed the 
railway line between Rangoon and Mandalay in an attempt to reach the Pegu 
Yoma mountains. 


The range, lying athwart southern-central Burma, overlooks to the east the 
road and railway linking Rangoun and Mandalay, and to the west the Irrawady 
valley. It is regarded as the key to control of communications between the 


north and south of the country. 


On February 18 the Karen National Liberation Army [KNLA] column ran into a 
local army unit sparking a heavy clash at Phado, 30 kilometers west of 
Nyaunglebin. There were casualties on both sides. 


The Karen guerrillas then dispersed to make attacks on army posts and to 
blow up road bridges before scattering into the Pegu Yoma. 


While attempting to minimise the scale of the incursion--officials privately 
put the rebels’ strength at only 100 men--the government reacted swiftly, 
throwing in more than six battalions for pursuit and security duties. 


"The situation along the road was restored within 24 hours," said one foreign 
military observer. "The army reacted very sharply. Security detachments 
are now along the railway line and villagers are guarding roads and bridges.” 
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The reasoning behind the KNLA push westward is far from clear. But intense 
speculation has centred on the possibility that the Karens have linked up 
with the BCP and may be paving the way for communist infiltration of the 
Strategically important yomas. 


Re-establishing a foothold in the Pegu Yomas is known to be a basic strategic 
priority for BCP planners. The rugged, jungle-covered spine of mountains, 

a bastion of communist military power in the 1950's and 1960's, was formerly 
known as "Burma's Yenan." But the communists were finally driven out in 

1975 when BCP Chairman Thakin Zin and Secretary-General Thakin Chit were 
killed in army operations. 


Attempts to reinfiltrate their former stronghold over recent years have 
been thwarted, say informed sources. 


According to some observers with access to Rangoon's tight-lipped officialdon, 
"BCP elements" were present in the Karen's February push. And observers 

in Thailand have pointed out that over the past year the BCP has made efforts 
to contact and infiltrate the Karen rebel movement with a view to winning 
over left-leaning commanders. 


The possibility of an alliance between the country's two best-organised 
and most dangerous insurgent groups has not unnaturally given rise to con- 
siderable concern in government circles. 


"If the Karens and the BCP are beginning to pull together, that's something 
people here would regard as an extremely serious matter," said one diplomat. 


Other observers are sceptical about the purported link-up, however. They 
point out that the leadership of the Karen National Union under Gen Bo 
Mya is staunchly right-wing and highiy unlikely to reach an accommodation 


with the BCP, 


Far more likely, they argue, is that the Karen move came as a response to 
a Burma army offensive against Karen strongholds near the Thai border 
starting in January. Losses on both sides were reportedly heavy. 


Well-informed sources here indicated that 11 officers from the Burma army's 
44th light infantry division, including a lieutenant-colonel and three majors, 
died in the January clashes, but the offensive succeeded in pushing the Karens 


right back against the frontier. 


"The Karen riids along the railway were making a propaganda point," said 
one source. "They were saying: ‘Look. We're still kicking and what's 
more, we can walk right in through your front door’." 


But the February incursion continues to raise more questions than it answers. 
Observers note that the fighting around Nyaunglebin began by accident--the 
Karen were bent on infiltration westwards by stealth rather than spectacular 


propaganda-linked attacks. 


They also question the extent to which Gen Bo Mya is in full control of the 
KNLA--and whether the BCP might not have succeeded in winning over one or more 
individual Karen commanders in the interests of its own return to the Pega Yoma.

BUNCHU RESIGNS FROM SAP, QUITS POLITICS

[Text] A disillusioned and bitter Bunchu Rotchanasathian, announcing his 
decision not to run in the upcoming elections, yesterday declared that he 
would cease all political activities for an indefinite period "because my 
hopes and intentions over Thailand's achieving full democracy have now 


crumbled yet again." 


Bunchu told a press conference that he had also resigned as deputy leader 
and a member of the Social Action Party [SAP]. 


He also issued a five-page "white paper" on why he had decided not to stand 
in the April 18 elections. 


"Under the current confusing situation, my colleagues in the party certainly 
realize that the election on April 18 will not offer us a chance to apply our 
party's policies for implementation. If that is the case, how could we go 
out to tell the people what we would do for them if we were elected? I, for 
one, dare not talk to the people about things I know I can't do," Bunchu 

said in his letter dated Wednesday to the party's secretary general, Konson 


Krairoek. 
In his press conference, Bunchu said that he had told party leader M.R. 


Khukrit Pramot of his intention to stop his political role last Sunday, 
one day after the house dissolution. 


"The party leader feels the same way that I do but he can't cease his 
political activities because party members have pleaded with him to stay 


on.” 


Bunchu said that he believes that the government to be formed after the 
election would lack stability and could not be united to carry out any 


effective policy. 


"I don't know how to solve this problem. All I can do is to express my 
depression," he said. 














Asked how iong he intended to stay off politics, the deputy SAP leader said: 
"I will take a rest until the political atmosphere is ccnducive for me to 
do my work as I have planned." 


A reporter reminded him that he had insisted all along that he would run in 
Chonburi in the elections. Bunchu said: "I would have run if everything 
had proceeded as had been scheculed before. But under the new rule of the 
game, there just isn't enough time left to prepare myself for the polls." 


In his “white paper," Bunchu said when he was asked by Prime Minister Prem 
Tinsulanon to join the government sometime back, he thought he could have 
his policy carried out without concern for partisan or personal considera- 


tions. 


"But three months later, the coalition government began to be hit by con- 
flicts and growing problems," he said. 


"I don't see any use in running in the next election or getting involved 

in political activities which are depressing to me, especially when I realize 
that there are no chances to translate our thinking and solutions to help 
solve the problems of the people and the country," Bunchu said. 


In his strongly-worded statement, Bunchu said: "I will not accept or engage 
myself in political activities which are similar to taking chances and 
superficial policies which are aimed at only reaching compromises only for 
the sake of the survival of the government or benefits of certain political 
groupings without regard for solving the people's problems." 


Bunchu said he would, from now on, spend his time on studying and researching 
the country's problems and setting the directions and solutions which hope- 
fully would be adopted in the future. 


"I have made this statement not out of arrogance but out of desperation and 
bitterness as well as concern for the situation o: the country," he concluded 


in the white paper.

[Text] There was a touch of sadness, a whiff of incense, in Prime Minister 
Prem Tinsulanon's speech to the joint public/private sector consultative 
committee yesterday. It was evident even in his opening sentence in which 
he said that the meeting was the "final one of the government under my 
premiership." But to most people that would not make sense because long 
since before the elections--at least three weeks before--it has been taken 
for granted that Prem will be the next prime minister. 


The joint committee has been of immense importance in the great steps which 
Thailand has achieved in the economic sector. It was set up to find the 
means of cooperation between the government and 'big business' (no pejorative 
intended) and has been extremely successful in solving numerous problems 

or, as Prem himself says, they have been “twenty rewarding months." 


Prem took over as the head of government in 1980 and from that time onwards 
he had to face the problems of finding some agreement between the members 
of his coalition. His job has not been easy. The largest political party 
in the House of Representatives, now a historian's footnote, at that time 
was the Social Action Party--it joined the government, left the coalition, 
and joined again. With characteristic even-handedness, Prem rode the ups 
and downs of political power-play with equanimity. And one of the feathers 
in his cap should be the smooth transition during the devaluation of the 


baht. 


In his speech Prem has made clear his awareness of how the political stresses 
and strains of the coalition government affect the economy. He said that 
despite all these factors he has been obliged to accommodate all kinds of 
opinions and at the same time resist political pressures. He has also told 
the joint committee that his ambition is to work for the "greater happiness 
of the people." Happiness of the people is the objective of all govern- 
ments--although for some governments it may mean the perpetuation of power-- 
but here in Thailand we have two important factors to think about. 
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The first of course is freedom which Thailand has enjoyed to a great degree 
even under dictatorships and the second is economy which means the living 
costs of the ordinary family. And in this we have to say that the Prem 
government has acted responsibly and has done the best under the circum- 
stances. We say this, because the example is the setting up of the joint 
committee through which both public and private sectors could work towards 
the welfare of the people. We agree with him when he says, "I sincerely 
believe I have done what I originally set out to do." 


What we at the moment hope for is that when Prem takes over the reins of 
government again--we cannot imagine who else will--that the joint committee 
will be able to do the good work for the benefit of the peoples as it has 
been doing during the short period it has been in operation. It is not the 
end of the road for the committee since it has only started on the various 
lines of action and there is very much more to be done. Thailand's economy 
has been on the upturn and the momentum has to be kept up. Both the govern- 
ment and the public sector have much to contribute, if the ordinary family 
is to [be] eased from the pinch of the rising cost of living.

ARMY TO POSTPONE RECRUITMENT, TRAINING ON 18 APR 
BK280207 Bangkok THE NATION REVIEW in English 28 Mar 83 p 3 


[Text] Conscription and military training of reservists will be postponed 
on April 18 to enable young men to go to the polis, army commander-in-chief 
Gen Athit Kamlang-ek said yesterday. 


He said conveniences would be provided to army officials under his command 
to help them exercise their franchise on election day. 


Gen Athit added that the army will not educate its soldiers on the Lalloting 
procedure because "the Interior Ministry has done that on television and 


radio.” 


Soldiers are like other citizens, they know their duties, he said, adding 
that the army would not proclaim April 18 a holiday, because it takes only 
a little time for a voter to cast a ballot. 


Meanwhile, assistant army chief-of-staff for civilian affairs, Lt Gen Mana 
Rattanakoset, called for an amendment to the election law to enable soldiers 
who are on duty in certain provinces and remote areas to vote without 
returning to their respective home constituencies. 


He cited rangers currently scattered in many provinces at the order of the 
army as a case in point. 


"The American Government even sent ballot boxes to soldiers in Vietnam 
during the war. This should be done in Thailand," he said. 


Talking about an allegation by SAP [Social Action Party] leader M.R. Khukrit 
Pramot that some state enterprise workers were involved in politics at the 
army's order, Lt Gen Mana said he was planning to seek the army commander- 
in-chief's permission to publicly clarify the matter. 


He admitted that some labour leaders were instructed to help the Internal 
Security Operation Command (ISOC) in carrying out its work, but "they have 
been told to return to their respective state enterprises." He said the 
labour leaders were called in to give their opinions on labour issues. 
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M.R. Khukrit changed the ISOC, in his Soi Suanphlu column in SIAM RAT last 
week, with instructing certain labour leaders, including Ahmad Khamctthong, 
to criticize politicians. 


Director general of the local administration department, Chalong Kanlayanamit, 
insists that rangers who are on assignment in rural areas would not be given 
the privilege of casting their ballots outside their home constituencies. 


Rangers will have to be under the restraints of the election law just like 
territorial defence volunteers, he said. 


He said the right to vote outside home constituencies has been reserved 
only for military officials in service, policemen, members of the terri- 
torial defence volunteers division and civil servants who are assigned to 
posts in remote areas. 


The special privileges for these categories of officials were granted 
following an issuance of a royal decree to amend the election law. 


Chalong said rangers are currently working in about 37 provinces throughout 
the country and “it will solely depend on their superiors as to whether they 
will be allowed to return to their respective home constituencies to vote."

THIRD MR COMMANDER ON DRIVE AGAINST CPT STRONGHOLD

[Text] NAN--In what was described as the biggest victory for the third 
army region, government troops stormed into 11 communist-occupied villages, 
forced the surrender of hundreds of insurgents and wiped out the largest 
operation base of the Communist Party of Thailand in this province during 


this month. 


Third army region commander Maj-Gen Phrom Phiunuan announced yesterday that 
the suppression drive, code-named "Operation Suriyawong IV," was able to 
achieve its major objective within 25 days after it began on February 28. 


Maj-Gen Phrom described the seizure of the 11 villages, which had been under 
communist domination for the past 15 years, as the biggest victory for the 
third army region. 


The 11 villages, known as Ban Nong Nam Chang and covering 200 square kilo- 
meters in Pua and Thung Chang Districts, are mainly inhabited by Lahu 
tribesmen. It is located about 120 kilometers northeast of the provincial 


town. 


About 2,000 insurgents are believed to be operating in this area. 


Maj-Gen Phrom said sporadic fighting was still taking place between the 
communists and the 2,000-strong government force consisting of rangers, 
border patrol police, the cavalry and infantrymen. 


Maj-Gen Phrom reported 16 deaths and 23 injured on the government side 
while communist losses were estimated as at least 50 killed though only 
ll bodies were actually recovered. 


So far, he said, about 510 communists, including 43 armed rebels, and three 
leaders have surrendered to government forces on Friday and Saturday. 


The three leaders were identified as Comrade Sarang of Na Kae District, 
Comrade Bunyun Sae Lim of Pran Buri District of Prachuap Khiri Khan Province, 
and Comrade Ken Marirat of Sakon Nakhon Province. 
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Twenty years ago the three went to Vietnam for three years’ training and 
since then had been operating in Nan Province, Maj-Gen Phrom said. 


A communist defector told authorities that some insurgents had fled to 
neighbouring Laos through Ban Muong Ngon in Sayaboury area using three 
elephants to carry the wounded. 


The government confiscated 40 rifles, including eight AK-47's and 23 CKC's, 
and 1,870 rounds of AK ammunition. 


At the villages they found one bicycle, three typewriters (two in Thai 
language and one English), films of Chinese history, sewing machines, 
radio transmitters and documents.

GOVERNMENT CUTS DOMESTIC RETAIL OIL PRICES

[Excerpt] The government last night cut the retail prices of oil by 2.63 
to 9.11 percent, bringing down the domestic price of premium gasoline from 
13.45 baht to 12.60 baht. 


The long-awaited and unprecedented announcement was broadcast over Radio 
Thailand and became effective today. 


Under the new retail price structure, premium gasoline was reduced by 85 
satang or a 6.32 percent. 


The price of regular petrol was lowered from 11.40 to 11.10 baht, a 30 
satang or 2.63 percent reduction--the smallest decrease of all products. 


The highest percentage decrease was on fuel oil 2500, which was lowered from 
4.39 baht to 3.99 baht--a 40 satang or 9.11 percent reduction. 


High speed diesel oil went down from 7.39 to 6.99 baht and low speed diesel 
from 7.12 to 6.72 baht. 


The price of fuel oil 600 (3 percent) was reduced from 4.70 to 4.32 baht; 
fuel oil 1200 from 4.55 to 4.17 baht; fuel oil 1500 from 4.47 to 4.09 baht 


and fuel oil 2000 from 4.43 to 4.04 baht. 


In the provinces, the prices of oil will vary according to distances and 
transportation costs and provincial governors will consider suitable prices. 


The announcement did not affect prices of cooking gas, kerosine and asphalt. 
Their prices remained unchanged after major adjustments in January 1981.

From the namlet the troops, public security police, militia, and people rushed 
out.

Within 30 minutes the whole gang was captured. Only the one wearing > ack 
Clothing escaped. Guessing that he would find his way back to the *' ids 

that he could cross the border, Uncle Y Niet led a squad to set an: -cusn for 
him. Indeed, the following morning the person wearing black clothing and a 
number of others emerged from the jungle and were captured. 


We confiscated a number of maps, daggers, and weapons, and a list of bandits 
who were still hiding out in the jungle. After the strangers who had just been 
Captured were bandits who had been defeated by the troops and people of the 
Central Highlands villages. After spending a time in Thailand they were 
returning to the Central Highlands to establish contacts, build infrastruc- 
tures, and sabotage the rebolution, but Uncle Y Niet resourcefully and bravely 
informed the troops and people so that they could capture then.

[Text | The military regions, corps, armed forces branches, combat arms, and 
units in the nortn and south, and the units along the border as well as on 
islands, are urgently entering the training year at the stipulated time and 
with determination to achieve increasingly higher quality in training, from the 
very first day and the first subject. 


In 1982 all units, fully understanding the Party's military line during the

Training and 
Maneuvers are realistic, along the lines of coordinated combat arms and armed 
forces branches and coordination of the various kinds of troops, in order to 
improve the combat ability of the forces, ensure the fulfillment of all in- 
mediate combat missions, and be prepared to defeat the enemy's war of aggres- 
Sion. In order to correctly meet those requirements, in addition to conti- 
nually the ability of the commanders and the command organs, it is necessary 
to pay all-out attention to train each detachment and soldier so that they can 
have good combat skills and true combat ability. At the same time, it is 
necessary to forge discipline and consciousness of strictly carrying out orders 
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and laws, in order to bring about a new transformation in the army's disci- 
pline, an indispensable factor in modern, coordinated armed forces branches 
and combat arms combat. 


The strict implementation of training plans is manifested in endeavoring to 
ensure the required time and the number of troops trained. This yeai the 
training time has been rationally calculated. Only if the units utilize the 
stipulated training time *uily and as effectively as possible can the desired 
training cuality be attained. 


The experiences of the units which fulfilled their plans well last year prove 
tnat if plans are to be stable and implemented fully, strictly, and with high 
quality, the commanders must directly guide the drafting of specific plans 
which are appropriate to tne unit's actual situation. Furthermore, accompany- 
ing the plans there must be forecasts and resolute measures to resolutely cope 
with unexpected problems and with all objective difficulties whicn exert a 
daily effect on troop training. 


The results of troop training, like all other tasks, do not depend on the sub- 
jective desires of the commander but always fully and accurately reflect the 
efforts of the commanders and all military personnel. The role of the con- 
mander is decisive. The quality of training requires the commander, more 

than anyone else, to have profound understanding of the importance of tne 
training missions, basic activities which are intended to create fighting 
strength, tne foremost factor enabling our army to fulfill the mission of 
defending the homeland assigned by the Party and the people. A task most 
worthy of attention, which requires the most effort by the commander, is train- 
ing his troops and increasing his unit's fighting strength. The other tasks 
must not be taken lightly, and must be carried out well, but all of those 
things are intended to enable the troops to have good conditions for improving 
their training. If training is to be good, the commanders must also be able 

to organize combat command and to manage training. In fact, if the cadres are 
lacking the unit cannot train weli. Therefore, the commanders must both 
manifest a sense of responsibility in organizing training, remain close to the 
troops on tne drill field, continually study in order to supplement their 
knowledge, and continually compare the results of the troops’ training with 
their ability to act, and on that basis raise their level so that they can 


meet the requirements of the troop training mission.

II. The following officers schools select students only from among military 
personnel:

II. The categories and standards for the selection of students to attend mili- 
tary schools:

-- With regard to military personnel: examinations are taken in the unit. 
Test subjects: mathematics, literature, military (orders). Test dates: 22 
and 23 June 1963. Application to take the examination must be submitted to 
the unit's Military Student Selection Committee between 15 February 1983 and 


15 May 1983. 


-- With regard to youths, examinations are given in the provinces and munici- 
palities. The test subjects are mathematics, literature, and physics. The 
test dates are 13 and 14 July 1963. Applications to participate in the exami- 
nation must be submitted to the precinct, district, or city military student 
selection committee between 1 March 19863 and 15 March 1983. 


-- Choices to be stated (by both military personnel and youths): 


Choice 1: To enter an officers school. 
Choice 2: To enter any officers school arranged by the Military Student 
Selection Committee (if there is no second choice it is not to be stated). 


Choice 3: To enter a military middle school. 
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Date of admission to schools: 18 to 20 September 1983. 
B. Selection of students to study in military institutes and colleges. 


I. The military institutes and colleges: 


1. Students selected from both military personnel and youths outside the army 
(categories and standards are the same as for selection for the officers 
schools): 


-- Military Technical Institute. 
-- Military Medical Institute. 
-- Military Foreign Languages College. 


2. Students selected from among officers: the Rear Services Institute selects 
Students from among officers who have graduated from the rear services officers 
school of the POL sector. 


III. The organization of examinations to enter the Military Technical Insti- 
tute, the Military Medical Institute, and the Military Medical Institute, and 


the Military Foreign Languages College: 


-- Military personnel and youths outside the army must take the college 
entrance examinations in the provinces and municipalities. 


-- The test subjects and test dates are determined by the unified stipulations 
of the Ministry of Colleges and Higher Technical Schools.

LEADER OF ILLICIT JADE RING ARRESTED

[ Text | From reading the newspapers and listening to the radio, I’ve learned 
that the public security police of Ba Dinh Ward have cracked many economic 
¢ases and brought to trial many criminal cases. I wouid like to tell you about 
a phenomenon with many fishy aspects: "After the liberation of the south, a 
short, fat, bald man witn a pock-marked face who was about 40 years old often 
went by airplane to the southern provinces, especially Ho Chi Minh City. Every 
time he went he used a different name and represented a different organ, and 
took along only a small briefcase, as if he were a cadre on official business. 
On one occasion I noted that he used the name Du and claimed to work at the 
Quang Ninh Fishing Enterprise. Beginning in 1961, the “bald, p ck-marked” 

man often went to see off a youth of about 25, and on every trip that person 
also took along a small satchel. At the beginning both of them suddenly dis- 


appeared.” 


The youth stopped talking and comrade Le Van Luu, head of the economic police 
unit of Ba Dinh Ward asked, "In your opinion, what were they selling?" “They 
were high-ranking blackmarketers. When they saw that the state had promulgated 
new policies which strictly forbade illegal buying and selling, and that many 
big-shot blackmarxeters had been arrested, they temporarily laid low. 


When he parted company with the public security comrades, the youth said, "If 
you need additional information during the investigation, just ask me. If I 
learn anything new I'll inform you immediately. 


After a few days of study and thought, unit commander Le Van Luu and comrade 
Nguyen Hong Linh drafted a plan of action and won the approval of the ward 
public security commander. The cadres and men of the economic police unit of 
Ba Dinn Ward urgently carried out an investigation and reconnaissance. 


His real mame was Nguyen Hoang Du, but the jade merchants in Hanoi, Hai Phong, 
Hue, and Ho Chi Minh City him the "Jade King."When he first appeared on the 
market, the diamond dealers called Du the "king of the twinkling stars." The 
expert antique dealers who were tricked by Du called hima “swindler.” 
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Nguyen Hoang Du was the son of a bourgeoisie who had twice undertaken reform 
training. Du studied at the maritime products scnool and afver graduation 
went to work at the Quang Ninh Fishing Enterprise. In 1971 he abandoned his 
occupation and found a way to return to Hanoi. 


Living illegally on Dang Tat Street, Du regularly followed events in Vietnam 
and in the world, especially in Saigon. In 1972, when following Nixon's trip 
to China, Du found “something interesting" -- the meeting of Deng Xiaoping and 
Mrs. Nixon. During the meeting, after explaining to the American women about 
the Jewelry of the Cninese feudalists, Mrs. Deng gave Mrs. Nixon an expensive 
jade bracelet. Competing to best Mrs. Nixon and the wives of the White House 
rulers, the wives of American bourgeoisie and generals rushed out to buy 
jewelry, which caused the price of jade on thew world market to increase great- 


ly. 


Although he pretended to earn his living by grinding coffee, pasting labels, 
making plastic flowers, and working on a coritract basis for the artistic 
groups, Du plotted to regain the bourgeois life our society has rejected. 


In 1975, taking advantage of our country’s unification and some people's fligt 
abroad, Du became a jade dealer. After borrowing 20,000 jong as capital, for 
which he paid monthly interest of 3 to 10 percent, Du went to Haiphong and met 
with Truong Vinh, a Xhinese who lived on Quang Trung Street, to talk business. 
Vinh, who received a weekly salary of 200 to 500 dong from Du, went to the 
homes of Chinese and whispered in cheir ears that they should bring their jade 
to his house so that Du could buy it. In Haiphong, when he was someone wearing 
a jade bracelet, a jade necklace, or a jade ring, Du offered to buy it. In Ha- 
noi, if anyone enquired about buying jade items he contacted them immediately. 
During the last 6 months of 1975, at Vinh's house Du selected nearly 300 jade 
bracelets. On some days dozend of people brought their jade items to sell to 


hia. 


fter buying the jade items and hiring someone to put them in good shape, at 
the end of 1975 Du selected the nine best jade bracelets to Ho Chi Minh City 

to sell. To avoid being inspected by the public security police, Du traveled 
south by alternately taking trains anc buses, segment by segment. Successful- 
ly carrying out his first “job,” he made ¢ profit of more than 7,000 dong, and 
was admitted by such famous jade merchants in Saigon as Thi H. and Thi T. into 


the north-south jade trading ring. 


The fact that there was a great disparity in jade prices on the southern and 
northern markets enabled Du to win big profits. Du became the "boss." He 
organized a ring to buy up the various kinds of jade in Hai Phong, Hanoi, and 
Quang Ninh to sell in Ho Chi Minh City, principally to Chinese so that they 
could take them abroad. In Hanoi, Du used a jewelry store belonging to Thi T. 
on Hang Dao Street to do business with foreigners. Du sold to Mr. and Mrs. 
Luu Phan, Chinese who specialized in making deals with people going abroad, a 
jade urn and a jade gong. He sold a jade bracelet to a Vietnamese living 
abroad and sold seven jade horses to a foreigner. 


Using used money to bribe a number of degenerate people in the state organs, 


Tyr 


Du obtained the necessary legal papers to travel north-south routes. in 
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addition to guiding six lackeys who specialized in taking goods to and from 

Ho Chi Minh City, Du also used such children as H. and T. to do that work. 
Every time they travelled by airplane they concealed the goods in sandals or 
in radios. Pushing aside the others, when there was a big deal Du personally 
Carried out the deal or took an airplane to Ho Chi Minh City to haggle over the 
price. 


Reinvesting his profits from selling jade, Du dealt in blackmarket diamonds. 

He bought a gold bracelet with 18 diamonds in Hai Phong and sold it in Hanoi 
for four taels of gold. He bought a pair of diamond earings at a bargain price 
in Hue and sold them to someone going abroad, etc. In addition to four diamond 
rings he bought for relatives as “wedding gifts," Du had nearly 20 rings from 
Which he had removed diamonds. 


By studying archeological and historical documents, some of them in foreign 
languages, Du was able to determine the styles and dates of the various dmas- 
ties, so that he could use that information in buying and selling antiques. 
When he saw that Mr. C hada "jade leaf and gold branch" tapestry, Du bought it 
for seven taels of gold. Someone offered to buy it for 26 taels of gold, but 
Du refused. Du had two "Thuy Hong" antique vases worth 150,000 dong each. Du 
bought two antique porcelain vases which Du sold for a 16-fold profit, etc. 

His room, which looked like a small museum, was full of antiques from the 
various dymasties. Du hoarded antiques because the thought that when the 
economy developed nothing would be as valuable as antiques. Furthermore, 
keeping gold and diamonds in his house would not be as profitable antiques, and 
he would be able to avoid the attention of the public securitypolice and be 
able to ensure his extravagant bourgeois life in any society. 


In the buying and selling process, Du used gold as the medium of exchange. Of 
the nearly 100 jade bracelets he had, the most expensive was worth 10 taels of 
gold and the least expensive was worth 1.5 taels. In order to have gold to 
exchange, Du often bought it from women namedH, T, and P. When he was caught 
in the act he had gold in his possession. At his house the public security 
organ confiscated much additional gold. 


Thanks to his illegal livelihood, Du's family quickly grew rich. In addition 
to theircopious daily spending money, he gave them gifts and paid for 
servants. His family's property was valued at more than 4 million dong. In 


his room kept 64 nude photographs in color. 


In addition to "grandfather Du" his cohorts, such as the women M and P, fell 
into the net of the law. At their houses the public security organ confiscated 
additional jewelry valued at more than half a million dong.

POL CORPORATION IMPROVES ITS MANAGEMENT

Improves Supply and Shipping-Receiving Methods" | 


[Text | The Zone 3 POL Corporation in Hai Phong is one of the three main ship- 
ping-receiving bases of the POL sector of the Ministry of Supply. Nearly 30 
different types of POL are received, each of which requires a different form 
of storage and a different form of shipping and receiving, and requires a full 
range of storage facilities and control equipment. Many types of thick oil 
must receive absolute quality control but the material-technical facilities 
necessary for the corporation to fulfill those requirements are still in short 


supply. 


The Thuong Ly general depot received a quantity of POL four or five times 
greater than its storage capacity. There was no other solution than to in- 
crease the turnaround time. The system of channels and river ports have not 
been dredged for years and the silt level had risen and large oil tankers 
could enter the port but had to stop offshore from the Bach Dang river mouth 
and offload onto barges or specialized ships so that the oil could be taken 
ashore. Oil was pumped to the provinces and the consumption centers via sur- 
face pipelines which were often tapped and the vaiues of which were opened. 
Responsibility for supervision and inspect was not clear. Those were reasons 
for the loss of an excessively large quantity of POL during the past few 
years, and that is not to mention the loss of a whole barge, a truckload of 
oil, or several hundred tons because of short comings in shipping and receiving 
or in pumping oil from one facility to another. 


Was there any way to overcome and restrict those negative phenomena? 


The corporation realized that it had to improve its management and professional 
guidance; reorganize offloading at sea and cargo handling at the Thuong Ly 

oil port; and measure and monitor the amount of POL lost in each phase -- re- 
ceiving, shipping, storage, and transportation. Many reliable technical cadres 
were added to the important phases and new operational and managerial regula- 
tions were drafted. 


Those tasks created an initial transformation: in comparison to the past POL 
losses increased by from .2 percent to .4 percent (with contributions by the 
relevant sectors in protecting the POL). 
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Because it established a system of responsibility toward the Party and state, 
the corporation dared to deal directly with the problem and carry cut a strict 
review. Recommendations were made to correct things that were the responsibil- 
ity of the upper echelon and the corporation changed things within the spnere 
of its responsibility so that they could be appropriate. The measures that 
were applied were: 


-- Bringing into play the effectiveness of the management apparatus, rectify- 
ing the system of economic accounting and the circulation of initial documen- 
tation, and clearly and fully recording in books the volume of goods entering 
and leaving the depot, and the remaining quantities and surplusses or short- 
ages, along with specific reasons and justification. Every time the profes- 
Sional team went to receive POL at the Bach Dang river mouth it had to carry 
Out an audit and analyze the totals, and balance the books after each ship- 
ment. Determing the level of POL loss during each transportation phase, find- 
ing the reasons, determining responsibility, and promptly filling out reports. 


-- Resurveying the transportation capacity of six types of river and sea facil- 
ities and 12 tank trucks. Coordinating with the registration and control 
organs in carrying out a rapid review and ensuring the legal principles. By 
means of those deeds, the corporation reviewed its books between April and 
September 1982 and found that the excess amounts of POL supplied totalled more 
than 400 tons, and that on the average an average of 10 to 14 tons of excess 
oil were loaded on each barge. The principal reason was that the actual 
capacities of the transportation facilities were greater than the registered 
Capacities. That answered the question of where the losses of POL occurred. 


-~ By means of economic contracts, tieing in the material responsibility of 
the facilities owners with the quantity and quality of the POL when it is being 
transported. With the approval of Maritime Fuel Transportation Corporation No 
1, the corporation made not opening seals the basis for ensuring the loss of 
L at the port, for as it was being transported in many stages the seals could 
easily be opened and closed and the POL could "fly away." Now, the facility 
owner had to assume material responsibility during responsibility. Before the 
POL was loaded the cargo hold was inspected and after it was loaded the two 
parties calculated the quantity and recorded it on an invoice, accompanied by 
a certificate of quality. The recipient of the shipment only had to verify 
the invoice. If there was a shortage the facility owner had to make up for 
the deficit. Thus a source of the leakage of POL was stopped. 


There was a contradiction in the supplying of POL by pipeline: the pipeline 
did not belong to the corporation but it had to sell the POL at the point of 
delivery at the end of the pipeline. Thus large quantities of POL were iost 
the Hai Phong-Hanoi pipeline, which was more than 100 kilometers long. in 
view of that situation, tne corporation recommended that the governmental ad- 
ministrations at the various levels organize and encourage the masses to give 
their supervision and support. Therefore, the loss of POL decreased. When 
the POL was pumped, the loss was .8 percent of the allowable norn. 


-- The corporation also paid attention to bringing into play the coliective 
mastership right of tne masses in creative labor and in management. If that 
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requirement is to be fulfilled weli, first of all the cadres and party members 
in the corporation must be exemplary and pure. The specialized cadres and 
workers who work directly with the POL must have specialized ability and must 
be reliable. Whoever violates state property must be dealty with by adminis- 
trative or economic measures. 


Many schemes to steal state POL have been uncovered. For example, one person 
used the trick of letting the POL flow into the filter tank of the vehicle's 
pump. When pumping oil into the tank he also pumped out from the tank con- 
taining the oil to the ship's oil tank. Some oil-carrying ships deliberate- 
ly failed to pump all of the oil, or when taking on oil collude to increase 
the amount by several hundred kilograms. Recently, people have installed a 
tank beneath a tank truck or extended the POL pipe from the tank to the tires, 


etc. 


Recently clear progress has been made in the corporation's supplying of POL. 
The ratio of lost POL has greatly declined. Labor productivity and the turn- 
around time of facilities have increased, and there are fewer expenses and 


penalties have declined. 
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VIETNAMESE REFUGEES ON DAM PROJECT IN CHINA

[Text] Xinglong--Everything on this road that winds through the shade of vast 
hevea plantations leads one to dream. But at the foot of a hill, those dreams 
abruptly collide with a row of shacks. There, in the glaring sun, entire 
families live crowded together in one or two hastily assembled rooms. Most 

are Vietnamese refugees; the rest Chinese from overseas who have returned home. 
They are part of the some 7,000 persons concentrated on the Chenxiang Wan site 
for the construction of a major hydraulics complex that is to meet the needs 
of the Xinglong state farm, one of the largest of the 28 establishments of the 
type set up on Hainan Island, across from Vietnam. 


Scarcely has one passed through the gate marking the entry to the work site 
when one sees, silhouetted against the distant heights, an interminable file 
of tiny figures. One has to climb several hundred meters on a trail carved 
through the hillside to understand the meaning of their activity. These men 
and women, young and not so young (some are over 50), in two uninterrupted 
lines, are racing back and forth with carts. In a well-organized “noria," 
some are running in the column of those loading their vehicles with earth; 
others in the column leading to the dumping. 


Our timid smiles or greetings go unanswered. Dripping with sweat, gripping 
the cart shafts, straining under the burden, their eyes set in a face marked 
by fatigue, the workers are only concerned with avoiding -- and how skillfully 
they do it -- any collision with those ahead or behind then. 


The infernal wheel turns 24 hours a day. At night, powerful spotlights 

light up the site. Four 6-hour shifts -- a 15-minute break to gulp cown their 
meal -- ensure the continuity of work. "The minimum daily load to be hauled 

is 2 cubic meters per person," the foreman tells us. Each complete trip repre- 
sents an average of 1 kilometer and in order to haul 1 cubic meter of earth, 

one has to fill eight cartloads. It is a simple calculation: Every worker 
travels at least 16 kilometers in 6 hours, 8 fully loaded. In fact, according 
to our host, each person hauls an average of 20 full cartloads a day. The 

wage paid for this exhausting task would be from 50 to 60 yuan a month (1 yuan = 
3.7 francs), plus a bonus if the worker exceeds the set quota. As if to 
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reassure us, the foreman explains: "During the first three weeks of January, 
we had only 25 wounded and no one killed." 


The Chenxiang Wan Dam will rise over the waters of the River of the Sun. In 
order to build it, over 1.5 million cubic meters of earth and stone will have 
been moved manually. It will then have a reservoir of 17.8 million cubic 
meters of water and will supply 2,800 kilowatt-hours. Pride and satisfaction 
can be read on the face of the project director when he spews out the figures. 


The bitterness and discontent expressed to us by three young Vietnamese refu- 
gees done with "their 6 hours" accurately reflect the feeling that seems to 
prevail at the site. They are housed in the few permanent buildings existing. 
But the great majority of their comrades live in barracks made up crooked 
planks. 


All three, 18 or 19 years old, dream of leaving China, of finding another 
country of asylum where they could “really live." "But how can we do that and 
where can we go?" they repeat. It is a question inspired by a very thin hope, 
one in which, despite their calm, one perceives the muted inner violence that 
is theirs. What bothers them the most? The promiscuity, the crowding, the 
"hard, back-breaking, poorly paid work" on the dam. But what they complain 
about the most is their isolation, for the site is several kilometers from 

any settlement. One of them, a cigarette hanging from his lips, expresses his 
desperation over the situation without a future -- either professional or in- 
tellectual -- in which Vietnamese refugees are kept, many of which are, he 
says, “of Chinese origin." 


He arrived in China on foot in 1978, with part of his family. He was 14. 
Since that time, "I have vegetated," he complains, "especially here where we 
have no recreation." 


It is true that throughout Hainan Island, refugees have nothing to read but 
Chinese calendars. 


"I would like to get married," our young friend tells us, “but here, the Viet- 
namese families are more strict than at home. They demand 1,000 yuan, plus 
other gifts, before they will consent to allow their daughters to be married. 

I do not have the means." Separation from their relatives who stayed behind 

in Vietnam or who left for some other country affects most refugees. Some, 
profoundly disappointed by a stay in China they had imagined quite differently, 
even expect to return home. A brutal uprooting, separation, difficulty in 
living and adapting are their daily and tragic lot. 


yet, the People's Republic of China looks like a generous nation in this 
region of Asia. It now has 267,000 Vietnamese refugees, according to the 
Beijing mission of the UN High Commission on Rufugees (HCR), nearly 200,000 
of whom arrived between the end of 1978 aad the beginning of 1979. 


Upon their arrival in Chinese territory, all refugees are sent to the Ningming 
reception center (Guangxi Province). They stay there for 3 months, then are 
sent to four provinces, where 120 state farms are open to them. 
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According to the HCR mission in Beijing, the Chinese Government has already 
spent over $500 million on these immigrants. At the same time, financial aid 
amounting to over $37 million has been supplied by the HCR in the form of 

an assistance fund valid until 1983. 


One of the crucial problems now facing China concerns the high birth rate 
(30,000 since 1978) in a community with over 100,000 children under the age 

of 15. Furthermore, if the flow of arrivals has slowed considerably since 
1979, the HCR estimates that some 2,000 persons continue to arrive from Vietnam 


by land or by sea every year. 


To try to reunite families is one of the tasks belonging to the HCR in China. 
Another, equally delicate, consists of a point-by-point discussion with auth- 
orities concerning the effective application of the Geneva Convention. Fin- 
ally, it must also debate the question of refugees who would like to acquire 
Chinese nationality. For the time being, the refugees are considered by Bei- 
jing to be of Vietnamese citizenship. 


A great deal remains to be done before China will agree to integrate the re- 
fugees into sectors other than that of the rural world or hard labor. Never- 
theless, it must be given credit for being one of the few countries in Asia at 
present willing to receive refugees regularly and it is undoubtedly the only 
one that accommodates them for as long as they want. It is a generous approach 
even if one cannot exclude the ulterior motives connected with politics so 


obvious in this region of the worll. 
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
